All for Paper Currency Reform,

OF JUSTICE FOR AL 


| Ex-President Sends Greetings 


as Editor Assails Harding . 
at Jefferson Dinner. 


BAD TIMES PUT AT HIS DOOR 





No Real Prosperity for Nation 
So Long as He Persists 
in Hermit Policy. 


PARTY WITHOUT LEADERSHIP 


And Acute Domestic Problems Stiil 
Unsolved—Sentiment for the 
League Growing.

Attributing our ‘‘business adversity ’’ 
to the failure of the Unite|l States to 
enter the League of Nations, ex-Gover- 
nor James M. Cox of Ohio, Democratic 
nominee for President in’ 1920, -urged a 
continuation of the fight to have this 
country join the League in an address 
at the annual Jefferson Day dinner of 
the National Democratic Club at the 
Hotel Commodore last night. 

Mr. Cox said that the League fur- 
nished the only hope for ‘‘.a stable pros- 
perity,"’ and attacked the national Ad- 
ministration for its failure to co-oper- 
ate with other nations In humanitarian 
movements. merely because these move- 
ments had been-started by the League. 

The impression prévailed as the dinner 
proceeded that it was the beginning of 
a Cox boom for the Democratic Presi- 
dential nomination in 1924. This im- 
pression was increased when the follow- 
ing message from Woodrow Wilson.was 
read: } 

Asks Justice for All. 

"Say to the Democrats. o# New -York 
that I am ready to support any man 
who stands for the salvation-of Amer- 
ica, and the salvation of. America is 
justice to all classes.”’ 

Thé enthusiasm which greeted every 
mention of Mr. Wilson's name was par- 
ticularly noticeable, the more so that 
many, of{ those present were members 
of Tammany, which never supported, 
him strongly. Mr. Cox tauded the ex- 
President, and United States Senator 
Pat Harrison of Mississippi: praised-him 
as a ‘‘ wounded soldier"’ to whom ulti- 
mately would be raised monuments 
throughowt the country sufficiently high 
and broad to obscure his critics. 

The dinner bégan witn the entrance of 
Governor Cox and Charles B. Alexander, 
President..of the club, precedéd by an 
orchestra and a girl dressed as Colum- 
bia who sang “The Star Spangled: Ban- 
ner.’” ‘Mr: Cox and Mr. Alexander. were 
followéd by a group of leaders inciud- 
ing Charles F. Murphy, the Tammany 
chieftain; John W.. Davis, former Am- 
bassador to Great Britain; John H. Mc- 
Cooey, the Brooklyn leader, and others. 

In an interview before the dinner, Mr. 
Cox, in reply to questions as to whether 
the League would be an issue in this 
year’s Congressional elections and in the 
Presidential election of 1024, said that 
the, League ‘would continue to be an 
issue. until the Uhited States had -ac- 
cepted the League. covenant. He as- 
serted that sentiment for the entrance 
of. the United States into the League 
was growing. and would continue to 
grow, and that with the entrance .of 
Ireland and Germany a certain class of 
opposition now existing in this country 
would “‘.vanish like a June frost.’’ 


Isolation Blight on Trade. 


‘Mr. Cox added that the vote in the 
last Presidential campaign, when he 
was defeated by 7,000,000 plurality, was 
+" without regard to the interests of hu- 
manity,”” and that it would be ‘referred 
to in history as “‘ the madfiess of 1920.’’ 
He declared that if we had lifted our 
voice for international co-operation we 
would today be prosperous, and attacked 
the Republican Congress for failing ; to 
accomplish the solution of any domestic 
problems. 

Mr: Cox criticised in particular the 
failure of the United States ‘to partici- 
pate’ in.the organization-of the Perma- 
nent ‘Court of International. Justice, on 
which John Bassett Moure, an American, 
is sitting as the nominee of another 
country. 

League Made a Hobgoblin. 


" Other countries have agreed. to sub+ 
mit their disputes, but Uncle Sam is 
still a hermit,’’ Mr. Cox said.. "The 
court, against which no man has raised 
his voice, is rejected’ by our Govern- 
ment , becayse the League of Nations 
had . hand in its beginning and retains 

a certain administrative relation to it...

deeds ‘the library ‘and ‘a part ‘of the:

Ineligible in Addition to: 
Captain McNamara. 


HARVARD AND YALE INQUIRY 


Committee Going to the Bottom 
of Things—No Professionalism, 
but a Question as te “* Gifts.”

PRINCETON,, N. J., April 8.-—jThe 
most thorough housecleaning In college 
athletics in many years has been re 
vealed. by the announced resignation of 
Thormias H. McNamara, captain of the 
Princetor baseball team, who has re- 
signed after being declared ineligible. 
It was learned today that McNamara's 
action was forced not by the Princeton 
University authorities, although it was 
through them that the matter was in- 
vestigated, but\by the committee repre- 
senting Princeton, Harvard ahd Yale, 
of which a representative of each unt 

versity is a member. 

Fiye Princeton men altogether have 
been a oot ineligible by this inter- 
collegiate comr acting under the 
agréetiietit’ a versities 
which has been in force for many years. 
Their. names have ‘been <cafefally 
guarded; but it is known that Ralph 
Gilroy, last year’s’ football star, who: ‘is 
now a junior and who as cgptain- 
elect’ was looked upon as. one of 
the mainstays of the. team . next 
Fall, has been declared ineligible, and 
that C. H. Treat,/a freshman, who was 
in ‘Boston, College before coming . to 
Princeton, has also been placed on the 
list.. Treat, of course, has not yet had 
a chance to play for Princeton, as under 
the first year rule he was ineligible last 
Fall. 

The names of the other two men who 
have been’ barred are not yet definitely 
known, -but: it is sald that not a. single 
case in which an athlete’s standing 
might have: been open to suspicion. has 
failed of investigation, and that as a re- 
sult Princeton athletics are in the future 
to be above suspicio= 

Other Colleges Involved. 


The inquiry into conditions in Prince- 
ton .athletics has been going on since 
last Christmas, and although an open 
secret in the university, nothing of its 
‘results has, been known except to a few 
members of the Faculty. © It is expected |. 
that when the full details of the inves- 
tigation..become khown it will cause a 
tremendous, sensation among college men 
not only here byt in other Eastern uni- 
versities, ‘and that the net result will be 
a thorough housecleaning in’ several 
other colleges. 

Just’ what the effect will be, in Har- 
vard and Yale is not known here, but 
it is hoped that the investigations, made 
there. will be as rigid as the one in 
‘Princeton.

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DAY 1S HLONERATED |

‘Verdict in Oklahoma Oil: Man’s

(Associated ).—Holding that Jean 
P, Day, prominent attorney and oll man, 
was justified in the killing. of Lieut. 
Col. Paul Ward Beck at‘thé Day home 
early. Tuesday; a Coroner’s jury re- 
turned a verdict ‘here tonight, recom- 
mending. that no charges ne’ preferred 
against Day. 

The crowded courtroom was silent as 
it “heard the -verdict* read. ‘Mr. and 
Mrs. Day displayéd~no .emotion, and 
after it had been read they arose, Mr. 
Day shook hands with Cofoner *McWil- 
liams, and the ‘party.*walked slowly 
from the room. without a word between 
them. 

The text of the verdict. follows: 

"We, the Coroner’s. Jury, duly. sworn 
and empanelled to, inquire into. the 
cause of the death of Paul, Ward Beck, 
after -hearing evidence. introduced be- 
fore us from witnesses, and after view- 
ing the. body of Paul Ward Beck, do 
upon our oath find and report: 

.“* That Paul Ward Beck came to his 
death at the hands of Jean P.. Day and 
from the evidence submitted to us con- 
clude that. Jean P. Day was. justified 
in defending his wife and Himself, even 
though: the) unfortunate. affair resulted 
in the death of Paul Ward Beck, and 
we therefore recommend and advise that 
‘ne charges: be filed \or Prosecution {n> |. 
stituted against Jean P: Day.” 

The verdict- was-signed-by. all six of 
the jurors. 

After the taking of testimony the jurors. 
led by thé. County Attorbéy,; gccom- 
panied. the’ Days .to. their home. to .in- 
spect the housé where. Beck mét. his 
death. After. returning from the trip 
the jury retdrned its verdict of exonera- 
tion. 

Day Waives All Immunity, 


On the witness stand in a’ packed 
court rodm hefe tonight, Day and his 
wife told with emotion of -the slaying 
of Beck. * In a broken -voice, but with 
a gleam of determination. in his éye, 
Day said: he killed the army aviator 
aceidentally when. he sought to drive 
Beck from his home after finding. him 
attempting to attack Mrs.,Day. Day 
had waived all immunity beste he —~ 
the stand. 

County Attorney ._Hughes, after: con- 
cluding’ the questiéning of State wit- 
fesses, asked if: Day or Mrs.. Day had 
any voluntary statement to make. The 
defense announced both desiréd to be 
heard. Mrs. Day took the stand follow- 
ing her husband. .

Schaeffer, Consulting Engineer, made 
public yesterday by Borouga President 
Julius Miller. The report shows that 

e ‘ammount of sewage flowing through 
the Manhattan system is estimated at 
354,000,000 gallons a day, that‘all this 
sewage is discharged into the waters 
marroueting Manpattan Island,” andj 
that. only 2,000,000 gallons of is 
screened or treated in any ‘way. 

** Unfortunately,” says the report; ‘'1' 
am unable to advise you as to the 
exact condition’ of the sewers with 
regard to cleanliness or state’ of re- 
pair, due to the fact that we have 
no- regular routine inspeetion, the lim- 
ited appropriation at our. disposal’ re- 
quiring that we ccnfine our operations 
to-the care .of complaints.

MARCH NOTARY FEES 
BROKE ALL RECORDS 


Receipts in New York County 
Show an Increase of 56 Per 
Cent. Since 1919. 


A report made public yesterday by 
County Clerk James A. Donegan con- 
‘cerning the number of: Notaries qualify- 
ing. in. New York County and the fees 
received therefor during the month of 
March shows that the, largest amount of 
money was taken in for such work in the 
history: of. the office, and exceeds the 
sum taken in by any other County Clerk. 

The figures show an increase of about 
56 per cent: since 1919, In previous 
years the greatest number of Notaries 
were residents of New York County. ‘The 
report shows that the residents of other 
counties outnumber those of New York 
by 356. Owing to the unprecedented 
number of applicants, the County Clerk's 
office’ was almost impassable -at times, 
and every available employe was. de- 
tailed to the work. Ar application to 
the Board of Estimate for additional 
ee to take care of the next rush will 


be e. 
‘the County Clerk reports that 2,678 
New York County Notariés qualified and 
paid $26,780 at $10 each, while 2,292 
residents of Kings and Bronx Counties 
qualified at $1 each, and 742 residents 
of other counties at $7.50 each. The 
total fees from this source was $34,636, 
while $3,529 was taken in for Wavy 
14,116 oertificates at 25 cents

THE DISREGARDED STRIKE. 


Wall. Street’s cheer in the face of a 
great strike is the outstanding event of 
last week. Some previous strikes have 
occurred when the country was “ looking 
down,” and the strikes were prophetic. 
The suggestion now is that the present 
strike is not prophetic, because the coun- 
try is “looking up.” There has been an 
accumulation of incidents, each small in 
itself, which together impress the collec- 
tive opinion of the country, expressed in 
Wall Street. Each month since last 
Summer ‘has’ witnessed a larger produc- 
tion of pig iron; almost every month 
since Winter before last larger quantities 
of cotton and -wool have gone into con- 
sumption.. The volume of residential 
building has almost tripled in a twelve- 
month. The. construction industry is 
“looking up” economically, because it is 
being cleaned up morally. The indus- 
trial dispute is shifting from wages to 
production. The output must increase 
and will increase even though wages 
fall. The country sees promise of abun- 
dance as ‘the°unions remove restrictions 
on production. 

Secretary Hoover at Denver said that 
unemployment had decreased by half, 
and that the product.of American indus- 
try is now 85 per cent. of capacity. The 
Department .of Labor.-reports That em- 
ployment in sixty-five cities has in- 
creased.

War correspondents who 
had-arrived were respected in’those days, 
although a British General in the Crimea 
did order RuSSELt’s dog-tent kicked down 
because he was an.interloper; the fact, of 
course, being that RUSSELL had. disman- 
tled more than one.reputation by writing 
the truth. As a war correspondent he 
was terrible as an army with banners 
to incompetents, humbugs and rogues. 
RUSSELL, the bon vivant and man of the 
world, endeared ‘himself to his friends. 
THACKERAY once said that he would pay 
a.guinea‘any day to have Russe.y dining 
at his table at the Garrick Club. The 
Prince ‘of WALES<‘who. became. Epwarp 
VII. hada high regard for him, because, 
“matchless good com- 
pany” and an entertaining story-teller. 
Doucias JERROLD, and DICKENS were 
fond of him. In-.1895 RuSSELL was 


‘knighted. How good a judge of human 


nature he was may be inferred from the 
fact that, arriving late at Longford as 
a reporter for The London Times to de- 
scribe a “ heated” Irish election, he went 
straight.to the hospital to interview thé 
most active voters in their ‘beds.

It was after hearing a course of lec- 
tures at Aberdeen by Wituiam Howany 
RUSSELL that ARCHIBALD Forses.enlisted 
in the -Royal a While still a 
trooper he blossomed out asa writer on 
military topics: In September, 1870, he 
was sent to the front in France by a’ 
London paper; and his career as a cor- 
respondent who would brave any danger 
to get and transmit news began. The 
pupil beat his: master RUSSELL. As a 
writer ForBEs was ‘by no means as ac- 
‘complished, but he wrote with spirit and 
his copy had “atmosphere.” He went 
-to all the important: wars in turn. In 
the Zulu War of 1880 he rode 110 miles 
in twenty hours to'get: his dispatches on 
the wire, and two days later he again 
rode-alone 170 miles to Estcourt. He 
“outpaced _the official *dispatches.” 
BENET BURLEIGH shouldered hfs way 
through many -wars. O’DONOVAN was 
the most versatile of the old school, and 
brave to\a fault. His book “The Merv 
Oasis,” the record of a lonely and peril- 
ous ride, is a classic. Colonel FRED 
BurRNaBY of the Royal Horse Guards, 
who was so strong that he could carry 
a pony up a flight of stairs, made a 
name for cool audacity by his ride to 
Khiva. He was addicted to dangerous 
enterprises. Too erratic to please the 
War Department, he had to volunteer for 
most of his wars. Before MacGAHAN 
died, at ‘34, he had astounded the world 
by his revelations of Turkish atrocities in 
the Balkans. He was a tremendous fel- 
low for courage and energy, and his writ- 
ings deeply stirred the Liberals in Eng- 
land and his fellow-countrymen. Fever 
carried him off at Constantinople, as he 
was preparing to attend the Berlin con- 
gress,- If Grorce. W. SrTeevens had 
lived until the great war, he would have 
had no peer as a descriptive writer. He 
had what may be called a cinematograph 
style. /Nothing escaped his observation. 
His art was so perfect that a word was 
never wasted. ‘“‘ With Kitchener at Khar- 
tum” contains his best work, Nothing 
could be finer than his picturé of the last 
dervish ‘at Omdurman, who. “ quivered; 
“ gave at the knees, and toppled with his 
“head on his arms and his face toward 
“the legion of his conquerors.” _ 

FREDERIC VILLIERS, the last to go; unless. 
modest E. F. KNIGHT can be said to be- 
long to the old school, looked like a 
French Field Marshal. If a count of cam- 
paigns were the only criterion, VILLIERS 
would lead all the rest. He was both il- 
lustrator and reporter. He had wit- 
nessed all the horrors that war could 
yield, and returned imperturbable to the 
scene. To the last he was fresh, recep- 
tive, buoyant. . The great war was a dis- 
appointment to him. “One sees precious 
little now,” he said. The day of the cor- 
respondent in the field-had passed. Mod- 
ern war was not enough of a hand-to- 
hand grapple for ViLLiERs. What was 
the use of the bayonet? Of the campaign 
in France he said: “ It’s deadly dull 
business, a mere war of attrition.” The 
airplane would settle things in future, he 
thought. At any rate, the war artist’s 
occupation was gone. 








THE PERFECT STAGE. 


For many years before the war the 
theatres of Germany led the world in the 
mechanical equipment of their stages and 
in mastery of the use of lights. In to- 
day’s MAGAZINE SECTION Mr. Lee SIMOoN- 
SON, himself among the foremost of our 
scenic artists, records the progre.s lately 
made. The revolving stage, by~the aid 
of which Max REINHARDT swung: succes- 
sive “sets” into view with dimost no 
pause, has given way to a system of stéel

‘Raoul, under perfect mechanical control. 
The Fortuny system of indirect. lights 
thrown upon a plaster dome has been 
scrapped in favor of the Schwabe system 
of direct lighting, which gives ‘a fat 
greater range of effects in color. And 
all this elaborate equipment has made 
possible not only a greater number ‘and 
variety of scenes, but actual economy of 
time and money. Mr. Simonson lobks 
upon the new German stagecraft not 
merely as a triumph in his own art, but 
as an inspiration to“the dramatist. He 
thinks that by adopting it “the number 
“of our Eugene O’Neills might be sen- 
“ sibly increased.” 

“No suth result has been discernible in 
Germany. On the levers of these new 
mechanical effects REINHARDT rose from 
his Kleines Theater to his Neues Theater 
and his spacious Deutsches Theater, 
finally emerging with. productions of 
SHAKESPEARE and SOPHOCLES upon the 
tanbark of the Coliseum. But there he 
énded.

One thing the modern school has dem- 
onstrated beyond peradventure.

What really 
matters in drama is the text and the 
acting. But this truth is not so much 
a discovery as a rediscovery, for it 
was basic and essential in the stage- 
craft of SorpHocies, of CaLpenon, of 
SHAKESPEARE. 








DANGERS OF KNOWLEDGE. 


A’ motion picture company which 
occasionally produces short scientific 
films decided the other day to do its bit 
toward reducing the fire hazard. In- 
stances had lately occurred of the start- 
ing of fires by rays of sunlight focused 
through bottles or glasses of water left 
on the window sill. The picture showed 
the starting of such a fire by sunbeams 
concentrated on curtains, and: its pro- 
ducers’ apparently ‘supposed “that it 
would warn ‘the unthinking against a 
fire risk that might occur in almost-any 
household. 

Our State movie censors looked over 
the picture in due course and evidently: 
found it convincigg; for they refused to 
permit the showin of this bit* of the 
film on the ground that it tempted chil- 
dren to start fires. From their point of 
view the censors were right. They were 
put_into office, primarily, to protect the 
impressionable mind of youth. It is un- 
fortunately true that.children, when they 
learn of something. wicked but -interest- 
ing, are. sometimes tempted to try it. 
How can they be prevented? Well, an 
old theory, now out of fashion, was that 
parents might -try te instil some. sense 
into their children. Modern political 
pedagogics goes to the root of the evil. 
Children must. hear of nothing that 
might mislead them. ‘To preserve theit 
tender. minds: knowledge of all evil: must | 
be kept out of their way. But; argues 
the skeptic, they must learn these things 
some .time.. “Not through us oF by our, 
negligence, reply } the censors of . the 
screen. 

This is an ancient and quite respect- 
able theory of life and education. It was 
held by the. Stuart Kings, Governor 
BERKELEY of’ ‘Virginia, METTERNICH, the 
Russian Secret Service under the Roma- 
NOFFs,~and the Russian Chéka under the 
“Soviet ”> Republic: It is not the theory 
on which the United States was founded 
and grew to greatness; but it-is the 
theory underlying official censorship. .

In. The Manchester Guardian, Mr. 
Maurice HEWLETT considers,. curiously 
enough for a man*who has never pro- 
jected a living character into the world, 
“real and temporal creation.” ~ t is 
not a theory of speculation which ‘the 
younger masters, if they are masters, of 
fiction should encourage. These geniuses 
don’t create anybody. They make no

Ejection of Awakening Magyars 
From Meeting May Have 
Led to Use of Bomb. 


HORTHY CABINET WARNED

That responsibility for the bomb ex- 
plositon in Budapest last Monday night 
which resulted in the death of eight 
persons and the injury of about thirty 
others probably rests upon the bands 
of anti-Liberal and anti-Semitic terror- 
ists. known as the Awakening Magyars 
seems ‘indicated by items concerning the 
activities of these bands appearing ,in 
recent issues of Hungarian and Aus- 
trian newspapers. ‘The bomb exploded 
at a dinner being attended by_ 300 mem- 
bers of the Liberal Party, headed by 
Deputy Karl Rassay, a leader of the 
Parliamentary opposition to the Govern- 
ment. The murdered men, according*to 
an assertion made by the Vienn& Neue 
Frele Presse last Thursday, were all 
Jews, so the perpetrators of the out- 
rage succeeded in satisfying both their 
religious and political animositie¢s at one 
streke. 

An apparent explanation of the use of 
bombs instead of clubs and revolvers, 
formerly the favorite weapons of Hun- 
garian political terrorists, is found in a 
report in the Pester Lloyd of March 20 
of the vigorous way in which the citi- 
zens attending an organization meeting 
of the National Citizens’ Party the day 
before had redcted to an attempt by a 
gang of Awakening Magyars to break 
up the gathering with the aid of hoots, 
songs and stink bombs. When the police 
agent charged with watching the meet- 
ing refused to take action against the 
terrorists the audience rushed the corner 
where the Awakening Magyars were 
gathered, took away their clubs. and 
guns and threw the disturbers into the 
street. “Then the police officer tried ‘to 
stop the meeting, but was defied by the 
Chairman amid wild cheers by the audi- 
ence.

TIDE OF IMMIGRANTS 
FLOWING OUTWARD 


More Italians and Poles Are Leav- 
ing Than Arriving, Late 
Figures Sha. 





Italians, Poles and other immigrants, 
who once furnished a large proportion of 
foreign-born population to this country, 
are being sent back to their native lands 
by prohibition, unemployment and other 
causes faster than they are arriving, ac- 
cording to an analysis of the latest fig- 
ures issued by the Bureau of Immigra- 
tion. , 

The exchange of racial stocks between 
the United States and other continents 
has been radically altered by the opera- 
tion of the new immigration laws and by 
new conditions on this Continent. and in 
Europe. 

Of the nationalities, as distinguished 
from races quitting this country, the 
Poles lead. In the eight months ended 
28 of this year, 25,000 of them ,re- 
turned to Poland and 5,000 arrived, so 
that the United States sustained 4 net 
loss of 20,000 Poles. In the same period, 
42,000 Italians returned to Italy and 39,- 
000 arrived. 

In ny! te of the establishment of the 
Irish Free State, which for a_ while 
seemed,,to put a. stop to the arrival of 
Irish immigrants, they are gontinuing 
to come in* greater numbers than they 
are leaving. In February; 462 Irish im- 
migrants arrived and 166 returned. 
During the erg ew period, 10,353 
Irish arriwed and 1,561 departed. 

A table classifying immigrants and 
emigrants by races or peoples shows the 
net gain in various types of new. popu- | 
lation as follows during the eight- 
months period: Hebrew, 41,000; rm 
man; 18,000; English, 13,000 ; Scotch, 
8,000 ; Scandinavian, 7,000. During the 
eight months, 21,400 Germans have ar- 
rived and: 3,798 left the United States; 

41,689 Hebrews arrived and 516 de- 
parted; 19,301 English arrived and 6,349 
departed.

When the Germa n Nationalist Depu-

Speculators at Calcutta. Weaken 
While’ Buyers’ Withdraw. 


Shipments of burlap from: Calcutta, 
éstimated . at 119,000,000 ‘yards during 
March, were the-largést of any month 
since’ the-middte of 1920, This country 
received 100,000,000 -y. of this total 
Tast, month, ‘compared with 72,500,000 in 
February and 59,000,000 in* January. 
This' makes an (average, shipment of 
80,000,000. yards monthly which, a 
ing to C. E. Rockstroh;» burlap. and bag 
‘broker, should be ‘easily consumed under 
normal conditions, “Speculators have be- 
come rather anxious, however, concern- 
ing their holdings, and buyers have tem- 
porarily withdrawn fram the market. 
Forty-inch, .8-ounce’ goods aré selling 
4.35 cents! spét ‘and 3.82 for future. de- 
livery, while .the same. width in 10%- 
ounce goods is poling at 6.45 cents spot 

afid futures at 3.22 cents. 

Although “business ytd general has im-’ 
proved ‘considerably, in the burlap mar- 
ket, the advance registered during the 
Llast month was considered unwarranted: 
so far as futures were concerned. The 
movement. ‘in heavyweight prices was 
more rapid than on lightweights, owing 
to be fact that these goods were scarce 
and in cemand: However, it is to ye 
noted that’ the approximate advance in 
future prices was 20 per cent., and, even 
though the demand for burlap increased, 
this increase Was entirely too rapid. 

From advices received heré, the specu- 
lators in- Caleutta have got all. they 
could and, now that a break has oc- 
curred, weak holders are anxiously try- 
ing to dispose of. their goods. This has 
caused an unsettled condition. The large 
dealers and ¢onsumers have been expect- 
ing this reaction, and believe that, after 
the Speculators 'have shaken out 
and a new level established, the market, 
will become much, healthier and will re- 





gain its firmness.

HE library was a large room 

on the ground floor and at

Sherlock—I don't want any chaps. 
But I'll bet you a false mustache. 
Bret—What on earth would I do 
with a false mustache? Eat it? Here's 
the book I’ve just finished: ‘* Con- 
flict,"” by Clarence Budington Kel- 
land (Harper & Brothers). Here 
is wildness and roughness. Just im- 
agine a young débutante from a 
great Eastern city set down with her 
maid in a rough mining camp, for 
that Is what happens to Dorcas Rem- 
alie in this book. How she hates it 
all at first, and it is only gradually 
through a most excellently developed 
love affair that she regains her true 
womanhood. The young man in the 
case is Jevons, a lumberjack, who 
knows how to use his two fists— 
something that is required, I can as- 
sure you, in lumber camps. And, 
speaking of mysteries, there is a real 
ene in this book, one I will tell you 
nothing about, for that would spoil it 
for you when you come to read it, ar 
you certainly will. I will hint, 
though, that there is a strange uncle 
of whom Dorcas can make nothing, 
a housekeeper who broods over some- 
thing all the time, and a secret that 
is really sinister and stands between 
the love of the two young people. 
There is tragedy in the book, too. 
Indeed, I don’t know but that it 
comes more under your mystery 
classification than my Western ideal, 
although there is enough red blood 
in it for any Western yarn. It 
isn't really a Western yarn, of 
course, but it is a story that holds 
up to the end. 
Sherlock—It does sound good al 
that. But look here, ‘‘ The Stretton 
Street Affair,” by William Le Queux 
(the Macaulay Company). There's 
a book for you. Here you have, told 
in the most delightful fashion, the 
narrative of that rich rascal, Oswald 
De Gex, a man so wealthy that he 
owns a great London house, a coun- 
try home and an estate in Italy. For 
three hundred pages a young chap 
ramed Hugh Garfield tries to pin 
the mysterious murder of the young 
and beautiful Gabrielle Engledue up- 
on him. But De Gex is clever and 
until the end is almost reached he 
seems to get the best cf Hugh. 
There are plot and counterplot here. 
Sinister figures, such as the Italian 
Doctor, Moroni, and the Frenchman, 
Suzor, enter into the tale. And 
there, too, is that famous Spanish 
detective, Rivero. Also to be noted 
is a new and strange poison that 
leaves no sign behind it. All of this 
is wound up into a tangled skein that 
carries the reader through several 
countries, flings him into the midst 
of a number of tragedies, and most 
assuredly will keep him wide awake 
until the very last page is reached. 
William Le Queux assuredly knows 
how to put an excellent detective 
story together. 
Bret—It sounds as though the 
first point ‘in this discussion went 
to you. But here, how about ‘‘ Ren- 
frew of the’ Royal Mounted,’’. by 
Laurie Y. Erskine (D. Appleton 
& Co.)? Doesn't the very title get a 
thrill out of you? What can be 
more exciting than a rousing good 
yarn of the Canadian Royal Mounted 
Police? They are the fellows, you 
know, who never rest until they have 
bagged their: man and sometimes 
they. follow a criminal around the 
world before they get him. This 
particular volume is really a series 
of short stories connected by the 
fact that Renfrew tells them to 
friends. And the amazing. adven- 
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“They can’t stand up beside a good, red-blooded 


“le Lake, near Saratoga. It starts 
28 an attempt to prove the innocence 
vf twn men serving a sentence for 
robbery. It ends up as a problem 
of the mysterious murders of two 
men. And one of these men, a chap 
who is about to give evidence, is 
killed right in a court room where 
the Coroner is holding an inquest 
on the first murder. Just to give 
the book a modern touch, the ques- 
tion of whisky-running into the 
United States from Canada enters 
into the plot. I knew that our wide- 
awake mystery writers could not keep 
away from that subject long. You'll 
also find several interesting charac- 
ters in the book, among them the 
mysterious old Slyke, who is killed. 
And if you can guess who killed the 
two men in this story, by Jove, I'll 
wear a pair of your woolly Western 
chaps down Fifth Avenue. 

Bret—It begins to look as though 
you were getting an advantages of 
me in this discussion. I’m afraid 
that your mystery stories are run- 
ning better than my Western yarns. 

Sherlock—The Western yarn has 
been done to death. There are only 
a@ few ingredients that can be used 
in it: Indians, rustlers, highway- 
men, border tewns and the like; but 
the field of the mystery novel is as 
broad as the earth. It can be placed 
anywhere and there are endless com- 
plications. 

Bret—Oh, I don’t know. Of course, 
the locale of the Western yarn is 
limited, but so, too, are the motives 
of the mystery stories. 
be murder, robbery, international in- 
trigue, love and hate. 

Sherlock—Yes, but it is in the 
working out that the value of the 
mystery novel lies. And the oppor- 
tunities there are endless. 

Bret—Well, here is ‘‘ Mastered 
Men,'’ by F. A. Robinson (George 
H. Doran Company). I'll make one 
admission right away and that is 
that this book is a collectfon of short 
stories narrating the regeneration of 
various men. There is a religious 
note in the book that is obvious and 
I'm afraid that the tales must be 
catalogued as inspirational. But at 
that, they are not tracts in any 
sense of the word. The New West is 
painted here, and the author, who is 
quite evidently setting down true 
stories for the most part, manages 
to portray some of the derelicts of 
the New West in vivid fashion. 
Charlies W. Gordon, who writes un- 
der the name of Ralph Connor, has 
contributed a brief introduction to 
the book. 

“Sherlock (smiling slightly and 
holding up a volume)—Here, my 
dear brother, is ‘‘ Q. E. D.,"’ by Lee 
Thayer (Doubleday, Page & Co.). 

Bret (much diggusted)—You win 
right there. I've heard of that book 
before. 

Sherlock—It might be described as 
a mystery yarn par excellence. Im-

what the marks on the pine tree 
meant, or where the new tire tracks 
lead. 

Bret—Well, go ahead and tell me. 

Sherlock—Not at all. It is a book 
you will have to read for yourself. 
I can assure you that this book fs a 
splendid mystery tale, though quite 
as involved and clever as the au- 
thor’s former success, ‘‘ That Affair 
at ‘ The .Cedars,’’’ and it also is 
one of those books you will find it 
impossible to put down after you 
have once started reading it. 

Bret—I begin to waver in my en- 
thusiasm for Western yarns. I’m 
afraid this conversation will result 
in the destruction of my bookcase 
and the pilfering of yours. How- 
ever, before I succumb I mean to 
hurl two more decidedly interesting 
tomes at you. How about ‘‘ The 
Heritage of the Hills,’’ by Arthur 
Preston Hankins (Dodd, Mead & 
Co.)? I'll admit the title is a 
bit old-fashioned, but it is attached 
to a tale that never flags in interest. 
Imagine a little-known valley high 
up in the Sierras being used as the 
headquarters of a gang of outlaws 
who rejoice in the picturesque name 
of ‘‘ The Poison-Oakers’’ and also 
imagine a young chap, with a ready 
gun and a good horse, who comes 
into this valley and takes up a claim 
right in the midst of the bad men. 

Sherlock—Very well, all that is 
easy to imagine. Of course, among 
the outlaws is a girl who is their 
ining opposite, so good is she. 
And the young man promptly falls 
in love with her. The result is 
thrilling incidents galore.” 

Bret—How did you guess it? 

Sherlock—The formula is old, my 
dear fellow. And now I will silence 
you for all time. Have you, by any 
chance, read ‘‘ Number 87,’’ by Har- 
rington Hext (the Macmillaii Com- 
pany)? 

Bret—I have not. What is it? 

Sheriock—It is one of the best 
thrillers I have ever read. In this 
book you have a scientist, an arch- 
villain if you will, who has perfected 
a new force that makes the well- 
known thunderbolt look like a Spring 
zephyr. Of course, I will explain 
nothing about it to you, for that 
would take the edge off the book. 
But just think of a power so ter- 
rific that it crumbles the Albert 
Memorial in London into a pile of 
dust in a flash. 

Bret—No! 

Sherlock—Yes! And that is merely 
one of the thrills in the book. There 
are mysterious murders, a weird 
thing that looks like a huge bat with

Sherlock, but I have one more hook 
to offer you. It is ‘‘The Pathiess 
Trail,"’ by Arthur Friel (Harper & 
Brothers), and this time I must ad- 
mit that I jump from the West. It 
is sheer adventure, however, und 
possibly that fact will aliow ne to 
bracket it with my books. ‘* The 
Pathless Trail’’ is a nerve-racking 
Narrative of adventure in a little- 
known part of South America where 
cannibals still exist. ‘The theme con- 
cerns a chap who flees to the sin- 
ister forests of Peru because he 
thought he had committed murder, 
and there, in a temporarily demented 
state, he lives for five years with a 
tribe of ferocious cannibals. The 
cannibals fear to kill him because 
he is mad. 

Sheriock—It sounds as though it 
might have been written by the 
author of ‘‘ Tarzan.’’ 

Bret—I assure you that it is just as 
thrilling as any of the ‘‘ Tarzan”’ 
stories. Here is terror and mystery. 
Now, what more do you want? 

Sherlock (smiling and lifting up 
a book)—Let me introduce you to 
‘**'The Great Prince Shan,’’ by E. 
PhillipS Oppenheim (Little, Brown 
& Co.). 

Bret—Good heavens! 
written another one? 

Sherlock — He apparently never 
stops writing them. Immediately 
after setting down “' Finis” to one 
novel he draws forth a fresh piece. 
of paper, writes ‘‘ Chapter One,” 
and starts in all over again. But 
the peculiar thing about it is the 
way that his numberless novels 
stand up. He has a formula, of 
course, but it is an attractive one. 
And he was undoubtedly born with 
one of the prime requisites of the 
Popular novelist—the pewer of com- 
pelling suspense in the reader. 

‘*The Great Prince Shan"’ is a 
tale with its action laid in England 
in 1934. That country has abolished 
her Secret Service, but one old pa- 
triot is still running a system. of 
his own, for he knows that danger 
threatens the tight little isle that no 
League of Nations can prevent. This 
old patriot is murdered and the work 
descends upon the shoulders of his 
nephew.. The problem is to circum- 
vent the plottings of a German chap 
who is trying to form a combination 
of nations against Great Britain. 
The key to the whole problem is the 
Great Prince Shan, ruler of China 
and dictator of the whole Orient. 
How Prince Shan is won over to’ the 
side of England and what part Lady 
Maggie Trent plays in the thrilling 
game of wits is no part of my revela- 
tion. As usual, you must go to the 
book. I might add, however, that 
Oppenheim has turned out an excel- 
lent book hére, one that holds up 
from beginning to end and that has 
no small amount of sound political 
theory in it, too. 

Bret—There is no use arguing any 
longer. You win. Hereafter, I shall 
put away my Western yarns and 
turn to detective fiction. 

Sherlock—After all,. the brightest 
light-fiction writers of the day are 
to be found in that field. Now, then, 
Tet’s go to bed; it is mearly midnight. 

Bret—Not at all. You have ruined 
ony sleep for me. I’m going to sit 
up all night and read those novels 
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upon which you Have been descant 
fng with such diabolical charm.

THE FORSYTH SAGA. By John 
Galsworthy. New York: Scribuere. 


. LTHOUGH he had published 
several books before that 
date, it was in. the year 
1906 that John Gaisworthy 
achieved fame with his first 

important novel, ‘““The Man of Prop- 
erty." That year was also made 
memorable by the appearance of 
William De Morgan’s first story, 
** Joseph Vance,’’ and I remember 
receiving an excited letter a year or 
two later from a young British nov- 
elist, telling me that Dickens and 
Thackeray haf returned to Eng- 
land in the persons, respectively, of 
William De Morgan and John Gals- 
worthy. During the sixteen years 
that have passed since these two 
books were born, many reputations 
have faded and many new ones have 
been made; but the two authors just 
mentioned seem to be unshakably 
secure. — 

No list of the ten best living~Brit- 
ish writers in 1922, if drawn up by 
any competent critic, would leave 
é6ut the name of John Galsworthy. 
Not long ago a London literary pe- 
riodical requested its readers to se- 
lect forty authors in Great Britain 
and Ireland corresponding to the 
Forty Immortals across the Channel. 
The replies were so numerous that 
the ballot may fairly be taken as in- 
dicative of public taste; and the first 
ten names, arranged in the order of 
preference, were as follows: 

1, Thomas Hardy; 2, Rudyard 
Kipling; 3, H. G. Wells; 4, J. M. 
Barrie; 5, Bernard Shaw; 6, G. K. 
Chesterton; 7, Arnold Bennett; 8, 
Joseph Conrad; 9, John Galsworthy; 
10, John Masefield. 

The list, as determined by votes re- 
ceived, included poets, novelists, 
dramatists, and critics, and it will be 
observed that, no matter whether or 
not John Galsworthy should stand 
higher than Number Nine—and if 
it were my list, he certainly would— 
nothing could keep him from a placé 
in the first half-dozen leading Brit- 
ish novelists. It is my belief that 
his position in English literature will 
be definitely strengthened by the 
publication of ‘‘ The Forsyte Saga.”’ 

I will not attempt, as many have 
done, to draw up a list of the lead- 
ing Americans for purpeses of com- 
parison; in the first place, it would 
be humiliating to my national pride, 
and, in the second place, after the 
first two names there would be 
nothing even approaching general 
agreement as to the balance. I sup- 
pose that most readers in America 
would agree that the first two places 
should go to Booth Tarkington and 
Edith Wharton, naming these two 
in alphabetical order; théugh I am 
not absolutely sure even of this; I 
mean of the result of the vote. 

John Galsworthy is an English 
gentleman by birth and breeding. He 
was born in Surrey in 1967, he was 
educated at Harrow. and at Oxford, 
and took his B. A. in 1909. As an 
undergraduate he was known chiefly 
as a thoroughly good fellow. He 
took part in the fun of college life 


with apparent zest. No one seems) 


to have believed that he had literary 
genius or that his mind was of a 
particularly serious cast. He had 
not found himself; perhaps he had 
not then awakened. Upon gradua- 
tion he took up the study of law, 


** He abandoned law for literature.’’ 
Having some means, he began to 
travel, and wandered all over the 
world. On one of his voyages he met 


timate 
In 1904 he published a novel 
called ‘The Island Pharisees,’’ 


which title might have served to 
cover many of the works that fol- 
lowed it, for the note of satire is 
predominant im all his early writing. 
It is the over-preponderance of sat- 
ire that kept “‘ The Island Phari- 
sees “’ from being a good novel; it 
looked somehow as though the new 
author had more of the critical than 
of the creative temperament. His 
chief motive seemed to be indigna- 
tion. No foreigner said worse things 
about ‘*‘ English hypocrisy ’’ than 
this Englishman. And there was a 


all on the side of the poor; yet as a 
matter of fact, although the poor 
suffered from the lack of material 
comforts, they were, as represented 
in these pages, actually happier than 
the rich; for the latter were depicted 
as so dull, so bored, so stupid, that 
they could not possibly enjoy life. 

As John Galsworthy has advanced 
in years, he has mellowed marveli- 
ously; it is a fine thing to say of a 
man that the chief element in his 
nature used to be satire and is now 
sympathy; and yet such a remark 
is true of this writer. Human sym- 
pathy is the keynote of his character 
and of his work. I had the pleasure 
of a long talk with him on his iatest 
visit to America, a year ago; he put 
forward the query as to what form 
of religion or system of morality 
might be generally adopted so that 
the world could rise from its present 
condition. He seemed to think that 
the religion of beauty might be the 
only one that could do the necessary 
' work; but beauty can never save 
humanity. There was some allu- 
sion to his finding it impossible to 
believe in Christianity, and I remem- 
ber how startled he was when I said 
to him, ‘‘ Why, you, yourself, are 
a Christian in everything except 
creed."” And he really is. 

He is one of the best men I have 
ever known. If it be important to 
maintain close, intimate, hearty, sin- 
cere fraternal friendship petween 
England and America, and I think 
nothing is more important just now, 
both for the prosperity of the two 
countries and for the progress of the 
world, England ought to send John 
Galsworthy and John Masefield to 
America every year, as uprofficial 
ambassadors, and let as mary Amer- 
icans as possible hear them talk and 
talk with them. They are in such 
contrast to some of their fellow- 
countrymen that these two should 
be seen and heard as often as pos- 
sible. The novelist and this poet are 
not only deeply sincere in everything 
that they say and write; their char- 
acters have a certain virile modesty 
that is irresistible. It is a combina- 
tion of profound unselfishness with 
unerring tact. 

I wish every American and every 
Englishman might read John Gals-. 
worthy’s ‘‘ Amherican and Briton,”’ 
first published in The Yale Review 
and later included in his book, “ Ad- 
dresses in America.’’ In this pene- 
trating and luminous discourse, he 
first makes it clear why so many 
Americans and British hate one an- 
other, and then he makes equally

~ I cannot expect that my favorite 
authors will write just the books 
that will please me the most; so 
when they do I am all the more 
pleased. When, in 1920 and 1921, 
Mr. Galsworthy returned to the 
Forsyte family in the two novels 
“Im Chancery "’ and “ To Let” I 
hailed them with delight. For there 
was_a time when I feared that this 
distinguished author was going 
under a cloud. I have never ceased 
regretting that he saw fit to write 
and publish ‘‘ The Dark Filower,”’ 
which has nothing to recommend it 
except its literary style. That - was 
followed by two inferior books, “ Be- 
yond "’ and “‘ Gaint’s Progress,'’ in 
which the shadow deepened. He 
seemed to be definitely on the wrong 
road as a novelist; and whenever I 
became depressed about this, I re- 
membered his plays and hoped he 
would write no more novels at all. 
It is so easy to attract attention in 
that way; anybody can do it; and 
many novelists cannot do without it, 
for it is their only means of finan- 


I wished with constantly increas- 
ing fervor that if John Galsworthy 
intended to proceed as a novelist, he 
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prose epic dealing with the con- 
trasting ideas of property and 
beauty. 

He knows perfectly well that the 
stories of the Forsyte family con- 
tain his most vital characters and 
constitute his best claim to recogni- 
tion as a novelist. Being as nearly 
without conceit as it is possible for 
@ man to be, he is able to see his 
own work clearly and to judge it 
accurately. 

In the beautiful and reverent dedi- 
cation to his wife, he says: “* I dedi- 
cate ‘The Forsyte Saga’ in its en- 
tirety, believing it to be of all my 
work the least unworthy of one with- 
out whose encouragement, sympathy 
and criticism I could never have be- 
come even such a writer as I am." 
I think the composition of that sen- 
tence gave him more trouble than 
any sentence in the complete work. 
He knew exactly what he wanted to 
say, but how express the thought? 
He was in a position somewhat simi- 
lar to Browning’s when he wrote 
*“* One Word More,”’ for he wanted 
to pay the highest possible compli- 
ment to one individual in a way that 
should convince the world. It is dif- 
ficult to reveal private feelings 
coram publico; but I think John 
Galsworthy, like Robert Browning, 
succeeded in the attempt. 

Every word of the Preface will be 








Far 
from it! He, too, pities. Soames, the 
tragedy of whose life is the very 
simple, uncontrollable tragedy of be- 
ing unlovable, without quite a thick 
enough skin to be thoroughly un- | 
conscious of the fact.

Although Spain is a magnifi- 
cent treusure-house of architec- 


ture, a regular museum of 
Moorish and other highly interest-

Nevertheless, in spite of the great 
and unquestioned merit of all these 
Spanish specialties, the hest thing 
in Spain is-—eyes.

It has been my good luck, during 
my sojourn in Spain, to make the 
acquaintance of an American trav- 
eler ‘who is positively a virtuoso 
when you get him discoursing on 
the subject of eyes. As others have 
been led to travel by love of art or 
nature or big game hunting, so he 
has been led to it by a passionate 
desire to study eyes. He has trav- 
eled thousands upon thousands of 
miles, crossed many seas, veritured 
into many remote lands. He knows 
the cities of the world, hig and lit- 
tle, and the country districts, sim- 
ple and sophisticated. He knows 

’ where the natives are fair and where 
they are dark; where they are tajl,

Seville, be it known, ig the centre 
of the Andalusian dancing belt, 
where the annual crop of black-eyed 
dancers vies with thaf of oranges, 
figs, walnuts an@ olives. As soon as 
an- Andalusian child shows a decided 
ability in dancing, and trips through 
the ‘‘ seguidilla’’ and “ mala- 
guefia "’ and ‘ petenera ’’ with full 
measure of what the Andalusians 
call ‘‘ salt’’ (and when an Andalu- 
sian tells a woman that she’ has 
** salt ’’ he can pay no higher com- 
pliment!) it often happens that the 
child's family, in solemn _ council 
assembled, decree that it go to a 
dancing academy at Seville, in order 
to acquire the true classical Anda- 
lusian polish. Off goes that child, 
then, to a period of hard training, 
under teachers who are the jealous 
guardians of the best dancing tradi- 
tions of Spain. In order to accustom 
their pupils to- audiences, these 
teachers get in touch with mem- 
bers of hotel staffs, who, in turn, tell 
American and other tourists that 
they can see an exhibition of genuine 
Andalusian dancing at the academy 
of Sefior So-and-So for the modest 
sum of—whatever the traffic will 
bear. During the tourist season 
there are a score or so of such danc- 
ing exhibitions to be seen in Seville. 

I went once because it was 4 reg- 
ular tourist ‘* stunt.’’ I went twice 
b the d 4 delighted me. I 
went a third time because the 
dancers delighted me. I went a 
fourth time because, having remem- 
bered the advice of my eye-stalking 
acquaintance, I had concentrated en 
eyes. I did not go a fifth—and a 
tenth—time, hecauae I left Seville. 

And, while the little dancers were 
tripping through the delectable meas- 
ures of the Spanish dance, clicking 
their castanets and flashing their 
white teeth to the notes of guitare 
Played by * ‘go intent 
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upon their work that they never 


cracked the ghost of a_ smile, I 
talked on the side-lines with Sefior 
Otero, the renowned dancing master. 
Sefior Otero it was who recently 
took a bevy of Andalusian dancers to 
London, in conjunction with the fa- 
mcus Russian ballet; and he had the 
sat.sfaction of seeing English audi- 
ences go wild with delight at the 
agility, grace and “‘ salt’’ of his 
troupe. In spite of this recent tri- 
umph, however, he shakes his gray 
head over the changes which time 
is making in Seville and Sevillians. 
In his inimitable Andalusian Span- 
ish, he confided to me: 

** Dancers nowadays think of noth- 
ing but money. Money is ruining 
the Andalusian dancing girl. ‘Look 
at these pupils of mine!—they are 
always coming to me, long before 
they are really good dancers, and 
saying: ‘ Maestro, I'm going to leave 
the academy.’ ‘Why?' I ask. ‘Be- 
cause I have a good offer to dance at 
a theatre in Madrid.’ ‘ But, child, 
you don't know how to dance!’ ‘No 
matter, I want the money!’ Money! 
It’s all ‘people think about today. 
Why, do you know, Sefior, I was a 
dancer for sixteen years before I 
thought of earning money by my 
dancing! I have danced on the 
stage, before big audiences, for the 
sheer joy of it! *" He looked gloom- 
fly at his troupe of pupils. “ Ah, 
Sefior, Seville is a different place to- 
day.’’ . 

‘** But Sevillian eyes haven't dete- 
riorated,’’ I said. 

Those of Sefior Otero sparkled with 
pleasure. They swept the bright line 
of tire before him—the fire from the 
eyes of Mariana and Rosorito and, 
above all, of Conchita. 

“No! ’’ he agreed. ‘“ The eyes 
of las Sevillanas have not changed— 
Praise be to blessed Maria Santisi- 
ma!"

FRIENDLY inquirer asks me 

how I came: to write ‘‘ The 

Mirrors of Downing Street.” 

From what particular inci- 

dent or set of circumstances 
proceeded the notion that I should 
attempt a moral analysis of the chief 
men in England who met the men- 
ace of Central Europe in 1914? The 
question interests me because it 
makes me think. To answer it with 
any degree of usefulness, I must dive 
deep into my consciousness, call res- 
olutely, too, for help to my uncon- 
sciousness. 

How do we begin anything? From 
whence come not only our intellec- 
tual ideas, but even our material cir- 
cumstances? If we had not met 
such a man thirty years ago—and 
how was it we happened to meet 
him?—could we conceive of our life? 
—our life which now includes mar- 
riage, children, the house we tive 
in, our friends, our income, our 
habits. our opinions, our faith, or our 
infidelity? The most sacred and in- 
timate things of our life, and the 
most material and trivial, all these 
may hang on a chance incident of 
thirty or forty years ago. 

A missed post or an unwritten let- 
ter may make a destiny. A shower 
of rain may Siter a character. Our 
courses are decided by what we do 
not do, as definitely perhaps as by. 
what we do with set determination. 
Our failures may be the ground of 
‘our successes, and our successes of 
our failures. 

An origin sufficient for the pres- 
ent purpose, I think, was a lunch- 
eon more than twenty years ago at 
the country house of the painter 


I would not have the reader think 
of me as of the house and lineage 
of Sir Benjamin Backbite, or as one 
who numbers Momus among the 
gods. I should have lowed Socrates, 
and envied Boswell. 

In this fashion I found a high 
pleasure and an increasing opportu- 
nity for knowledge wherever fortune 
happeneda to lead my feet, so that 
when I met great men my mind was 
prepared not only to receive their 
ideas with sympathy but to take 
at least a fairly intelligent impres- 
sion of their personality. 

Out of my observation of great 
people came the knowledge that the 
degree of a public man’s effective- 
ness is largely determined by his 
sense of responsibility, that the op- 
portunist or the catchpenny orator 
of a party never makes anything 
like the public or private effect of a 
man deeply sensible of his responsi- 
bility, the men to whom Duty is 2 
religion. 

Take, for example, the case of the 
late Lord Fisher, creator of the mod- 
ern navy. He stood out from all 
other men as a power and a force 
so tremendous as to be almost in- 
human. He had but one passion. 
It was England. He had a dozen 
loves, but only this one consuming 
passion. And his passion, this  al- 
most torturing sense of responsibil- 
ity, gave him the insight which 
saved Europe in 1914 from a most 
tragic ruin. The British fleet was 
in the North Sea. But for Lord 
Fisher it would have been scattered 
all over the oceans of the world. 

Compare this man with Mr. Lloyd 
George, a master in politics, a lover 
of political difficulties. How charm- 
ing his smile! Whoever saw so gay 
a light in the eyes of Jacky Fisher? 





G. F. Watts. -He was then a ven- 
erable, a beautiful figure. His long, 
tapering face had the tone of old 
parchment, his mustache and beard 
were white like snow, the large, 
grave eyes under their roof of al- 
most visible bone were lustrous with 
intellectual activity, but deep, too, 
with the long calm of spiritual 
serenity. He wore, I remember, a@ 
skull cap of crimson velvet and, be- 
cause it was cold, a dark cloak over 
his suit, which was the color of sil- 
ver sand. 

I was a young man, but he ad- 
dressed me with humility in a voice 
‘of gentlest tone, asking for London 
news, seeking my opinion on the 
comtroversies of the day. He ‘told 
me that, although he now lived the 
life of a hermit, his affections were 
still engaged with the world—a world 
which so sadly blundered its busi- 
ness. After luncheon, alone with 
him in his studio, 1 rewersed our 
réles, seeking his opinions, asking 
for his guidance. 

He told me that he saw no char 
way out of the world’s manifold per-~ 
plexities save in a new understand- 
ing of education. We made our 
worst blunder in conceiving of edu- 
cation as a ladder to material pros- 
perity. This vulgarizing spirit 
blinded us to its true and spiritual 
function. In its simplest definition, 
education means the development of 
our faculty of observation. In that 
faculty lies the possibility of man’s 
deepest happiness and his noblest 
growth. - We reach the full stature 
of our matihood.by the power of ob- 
servation—the power of seeing new 
truth, new beauty, new goodness. 
The greatest man is the man who 
sees deepest, the wisest he who sees 
furthest. 

From this conversation with the 
Signor, as we called him, I date my 
more intelligent and conscious use of 
the faculty of observation. I began 
to look at nature more carefully, at 
any rate with less insolence, less as 
if I knew all about her, less as if I 
saw all there was to see; and I be- 
gan-to read with a keener eye for 
beauty and instruction; and I began 
to study men and women with a 
more curious interest in personality. 


in my heredity, I think, 
fauilt-findér, a looker-out for blem- 
tshes. ‘Thanks to the influence of 
my father’s character, I brought to 
observation a.sympathy, a desire to 
jearn, a real sense of my own ig- 
norance, which prevented criticism 
from inhibiting receptiveness, and 


entirely destroyed, I hope, any ten- 
dency toward mere censoriousness.

the British Prime Minister's power 
to bear responsibility? But can you 
name one act in his life which shows 
foresight, foresight which is born of 
a high sense of responsibilit}? Num- 
ber his achievements, his numerous 
and great achievements, and ask 
yourself which one of them was an 
act of forestalling statesmanship. As 
I have said in “ Painted Windows,” 
his genius lies in saving from irrep- 
arable disaster at the eleventh hour 
the consequences of his own biun- 
ders. He is not a pilot, but a mud- 
larker dodging collisions. 

Compare, too, Bismarck with Wil- 
liam II. Bismarck loved Germany 
as Fisher loved England; William f1. 
loved himself more than anything 
else on earth. The one felt himself 
poignantly responsible for the des- 
tinies of a great people; the other, 


of his own position. The one was a 
patriot, the other an egoist. - 

A disinterested sense of responsi- 
bility, this it is which gives to a 
nation its men of lasting eminence 
and to humanity the spiritual guides 
whom alone it can trust with safety. 
It was quite easy for me to sep- 
arate, merely by the word impres- 
sion they made upon me, the men 
of principle from the trimmers of op- 
portunism. It became extremely in- 
teresting to watch the effect of inci- 
dent and crisis on both of them; the 
effect, too, of the world and its 
temptations. 

Toward the end of the war this 
study became a matter of: anxiety. 
I began to notice in some of our 
public men a certain tiredness of 
spirit, and a tiredness of spirit which 
manifested itself by a new aiacrity 
in party politics. The devoted states- 
man, agonizing over the battlefields 
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of France and Flanders. became the

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political gamester with his ear 
turned to the constituencies. I met 
statesmen who disappointed me, and 
encountered in their society men 
who disgusted me. 

But in the company of our princi- 
pal industrialists, meg who had 
never .doubted our power to wear 
down the obstinacy of Prussian 
force, I began to be aware of 
anxiety—anxiety as to our ability¥@o 
weather the storm of peace. This 
anxiety expressed itself in a curious 
manner. They did not doubt Great 
Britain's power to pay its debts and 
recover its industrial good fortune; 
they doubted the moral character of 
the’ nation. They spoke to me of 
flippancy in the leisured classes and 
of materialism in the democracy. 

I pondered these confidences, 
struck by the fact that our merchant 
princes saw the immense importance 
of moral earnestness; and, as I pon- 
dered them, a remark made to me by 
Lord Robert Cecil at the outbreak of 
hostilities returned to my mind 
with the steady pressure of a 
lasting truth, ‘‘ What this nation 
needs is not a great political leader, 
but a great spiritual leader.” 

Victory came in sight. Statesmen 
began to think in terms of party, 





Labor b tr lent in defi of 
uneconomic high wages, society 
opened its regilded doors to the 


seekers of pleasure. The wonderful 
self-sacrifice of the great struggle 
vanished like smoke. The drums of 
death gave way to the fiddles of 
jazz. Khaki went out of fashion, 
and rouge came in. 

It seemed to me, looking on at this 
transformation scene, that if an hour 
ever called for the voice of moral 
earnestness it was this hour of per- 
ilous release from tension—this hour 
which ended a struggle never really 
in doubt, and began an epoch of 
whose end not the wisest could 
prophesy. 

A friend of mine came to dine 
with me one night in London. I 
spoke to him of my anxiety concern- 
ing the moral character of certain 
prominent politicians. In the course 
of our talk I related three or four in- 
cidents in my own experience which 
amply justified this doubt. My friend 
was struck by these stories, and we 
cast about for leaders in whose 
hands the nation could safely leave 
its fortunes—the fortunes of recon- 


I consulted no one till the first. 


book was written, *‘ The Mirrors of 
Downing Street.” I wrote that book 
in the country, and'sent it to a firm 
of publishers in London with the in- 
timation that I wished to preserve a 
strict anonymity in the matter, and 
that if they cared to publish the 
volume it must be with the under- 
standing that I could give it no help 
in society or with the newspapers. 
It must take its chance. The nature 
of the subject demanded an imper- 
sonal authorship. 

The book was accepted, and I be- 
gan to think out the second book, 
** The Glass of Fashion,” which I 
thought to be much the more impor- 
tant of the two. But my thoughts 
were impatient, for 1 soon saw that 
the third book would exceed in im- 
portance this second volume, exceed 
it im’ every way, since its subject 
would take me to the very root of 
all the blunders of mankind. If one 
could only say something useful 
there! 

Before I had put pen to paper in 
this second essay, “ The Mirrors of 
Downing Street" made its appear- 
ance. ‘The warmth of its welcomc, 
both in England and the United 
States of America, encouraged me in 
my faith that there is a movement 
in the modern world away from the 
destructive dullness of materialism, 
@ movement toward the open win- 
dow, a movement toward clean liv- 
ing ana fresh air. 

I had written the book in this 
faith, but with no great hope that 
my contribution to ‘politics would 
do more than make one or two 
statesmen reflect on their responsi- 
bilities. But when I found the book 
arousing American attention, travel- 
ing to every dominion of the Brit- 
ish Commonwealth, and going into 
various translations, including Jap- 
anese, I perceived, with a gratitude 
of which I will not trust myself to 
write, that the heart of humanity 
recognizes truth when it is. simply 
and honestly presented, and that it is 
eventually moral in its judgments. 

When I had completed *‘ The Glass 
of Fashion *' I began my study of 
religious personality, with the en- 
couraging conviction that my first 
thought of this trilogy had worked 
itself out in accordance with the 
needs of the time. I had roused 
people to the importance of char-

RHAPS the most extraordi- 
nary feature of the European 
theatre is the continued vital- 
ity of the German stage. 
Within three brief weeks in 
Berlin, Dresden, Munich and Stutt- 
gart, I encountered every evidence 
that it was extremely alert, creative 
—prolific of every kind of production, 
from the classics one would expect 
of the Repertory Theatre to the most 
highly experimental, poetic and sym- 
bolic plays. And this in the face of 
financial conditions, of depression, 
indeed of chaos almost without pre- 
cedent in any other country of Eu- 
rope except Austria. The almost 
constant depreciation of the mark 
brings with it constantly increasing 
prices. Almost every week sees 
either the barest comforts or the 
hbarest necessities float on a rising 
flood out of the reach of some class 
of society. Sporadic strikes recur 
as each class—now the waiters, now 
the workmen, now the subway 
drivers, now the clerks in manu- 
facturing establishments — tries to 
keep pace with the rising flood and 
recover a handhold on the cost of 
living. What this means to every } 
one, including the largest manuyfac- 
turer and the average merchant, can 
well be imagined. There is no sta- 
bility anywhere. : 
Nevertheless, an extraordinary va- 
riety of plays is being given—the 
classics of Germany, the experiments 
of the more modern poets, constant 
revivals of *‘ Shakespeare '’—done in 
most cases . excellently, in many) 
cases superbly, done, above all, as a | 
matter of course, and, what is more | 
astonishing, to crowded houses. 
In fact, what struck me most forci- 
bly was that during my entire stay 
in’ Germany I never saw an empty 
theatre. In fact, at Dresden I waited 
until the morning of the performance 
to buy wmy ticket for the fourth per-

mounting this staircase to the apex, 
suggesting the upward lines of 
struggle; descending it, suggesting 
the recession of defeat, until finally 
Richard descends in utter lassitude.

Victions I came home with was how 
infinitely much we lose by con- 
stantly walking our actors back and 
forward over a perfectly flat, barn- 
like stage. For the actor, rising and 
descending appropriately and rhyth- 
mically, gives an emotional response 
which can be got in no other way. 

The Germans are fortunate in the 
fact that their stages are schemed 
to give them just this sort of flexi- 
bility. And in this connection, one 
of the most significant types of Ger- 
man stage architecture is the hy- 
draulic stage. It is built in parallel 
sections, each of which goes down 
to the cellar on hydraulic plunges, 
very much like an elevator. They 
can move singly or in unison. At 
Dresden I saw perhaps the two best 
examples of these stages, one at the 
State Theatre, directed by Linnebach, 
the other by Hozait. Linnebach be- 
ing absent, it was Hozait who showed 
me over his hydraulic stage. I stood 
on the front section, went down to 
the cellar, the entire section struck 
the track, rolled back to the rear of 
the cellar, and twenty feet above my 
head I saw the two remaining sec- 
tions of the stage coupled together 
and slide forward to the footlights.

I have always held it to be the duty 
of a conscientious reviewer to read 
the author's preface before reading 
the rest of his book; and I am now 
of opinion that it is also my duty— 
for I am a conscientious reviewer— 
to read the blurb even before I open 
the book itself. Sometimes the- blurb 
entices me; and sometimes it warns 
me off. The gentle art of blurbing 
is not yet perfected; and its practi- 
tioners—or only too many of them— 
often pattern themselves on the un- 
known masters who heap up elab- 
orate alliterative exaggerations on 
the posters_of our three-ringer cir- 
cuses. They would be better advised 
if they turned from the circus to 
the minstrel show and emulated the 
modest reserve of the late J. H. 
Haverly, who announced his Masto-

But no one who 
recalls, as I can, the deliberately 
corrupting stuff which cluttered the 
news stands of New York fifty years 
ago can be ungrateful for the service 
which this society has to 
the youth of the city. 


Equally unfortunate is the long 
and violently vehement chapter 
dealing with the emotions of the au- 
thor after we went into the war.

. years B. C. The first terres- 


trial globe, so far as known, 

‘was constructed by a ‘' gram- 
marian *’ named Crates, in the sec- 
ond century B. C., and was exhibited 
in Pergamum not far from the year 
150 B. C.. Then Strabo, the histo- 
rian, makes reference to Crates’s 
globe, and adds that one to be ser- 
viceable should be ten feet in diam- 
eter. He also censures Eratosthenes 
for his ‘‘ unnecessary elabcrate 
proofs of the earth’s spherical char- 
acter,” apparently thinking the fact 
too well known to require 
tion. (They would not be unneces- 
sary even in some parts. cf the United 
States in the twentieth century A. 
D., for only recently a teacher was 
dismissed from a Kentucky school 
for teaching that the earth was fiat, 
the Magistrate before whom the 
father of the children withdrawn 
from school was haled because of 
the truancy of the children having 
proved to his own satisfaction that 
the doctrine of the sphericity of the 
earth was unscriptural.) 

It was a singular coincidence that 
in the year 1492 the oldest -terres- 
trial globe extant was constructed. 
And it was Christopher ‘Columbus 
who may be said to have achieved 
a final victory for the doctrine of a 
spherical earth. There is a certain 
therefore, in the fact

the study which has resulted in this 
splendid work, it was his thought 
that perhaps as many as a hundred 
existing important examples of 
globes, from the earliest type to the 
close of the eighteenth century 
might be located, but instead of 
‘only one hundred, more than eight 
hu and fifty have been listed, 
and ‘it is anticipated that this pub- 
lished record will be the means of 
bringing to light scores of other ex- 
amples. 

It would be another desirable re- 
sult of this publication if it were 
to promote both a scholarly and a 
greater popular interest in the use of 
the globe, not simply for the purpose 
of locating, for commercial or other 
reasons, tands or cities, mountains 
or rivers that are but names, but 
also for developing a planetary con- 
sciousness—that is, a sense of the 


physical relation of the local or na-_ 


tional to the planetary. A study 
of terrestrial and celestial globes as 
they illustrate the developing con- 
ceptions of the universe should be 
most helpful to the peoples of the 
world today. Geography was con- 
cerned primarily in the period cov- 
ered by the study with the discov- 
ery and occupation of the unknown 
tracts of the earth. It has given 
adventurous background to the peri- 
od in which the important problems 
have to do with the relations of the 
known. 

But while geography had to do 
primarily with the earth, as its 
name suggests, it looked to the skies 
fer its bearings. Some of the values 
of a celestial globe are suggested 
by the following legend, which is 
attached to a globe made in the 
seventeenth century, and now to be 
found in the Biblioteca Alessandrini 
in Rome:

While men of great fame, either as 
philosophers, patrons of art and sci- 
ence, explorers, or geographers and 
globe makers, walk through these 
pages — Archimedes, Ptolemy, Leo- 
mardo da Vinci, Cabot, Verazzano. 
Tycho Brahé, Magellan and scores 
even hundreds of others, one is par- 
ticularly attracted by the figure and 
epoch-making activities of Gerhard 
Mercator, who revised and developed 
the geographical notion that the New 
World was “ nothing less than an in- 
dependent. continent.’’ (It should 
promote added interest on the part of 
America in the University of Louvain 
that Mercator was a student in, this 
famous centre of learning.) His 
guardian and patron was an ecclesi- 
astic, but there are indications of an 
early desire for knowledge scientific 
rather than for knowledge theologi- 
val. Shortly’ after graduation - he 
turned his attention to the manufac- 
ture of mathematical instruments 
and to the drawing and engraving of 
maps and charts, his first publica- 
tion being a map of Palestine, “‘ Am- 
Plissima Terrae Santae Descriptio.’’ 
But he expands his interest to the 
world, and the next year (1538) pub- 
lished a world map in which America 
appears, not as an extension of. Asia 
but as a continent apart, ‘separated 
from the continent of Asia by a nar- 
Tow sea. Then he constructed globes, 
which are described in detail. But 
what will most interest the general 
reader is the paragraph which tells 
that he constructed a celestial globe 
of glass, on the surface of which he 
engraved with a dianiond the severa) 
constellations, and that he likewise 
constructed a very small terrestrial 
globe of wood, apparently such as 
were later called pocket globes, hav- 
ing all the geographical records 
given, as accurately presented as on 
the larger globes. When men car- 
ried pocket terrestrial globes or gazed 
into glass celestial globes there must 
have been more popular interest in 
the universe than prevails even in 
this better-informed period. 

Mercator’s great collection of maps 
was the first to bear the name 
“atlas "’—a term which, as Dr. 
Stevenson says, had its origin with 
Mercator himself. The name was, 
of course, suggested by the figure of 
Atlas, who for mythological ages 
had to support -the earth on his 
shoulders. He has also performed 
this office in later periods. One of 
the uses to which globes were put

in the sixteenth and seventeenth 
centuries was that of drinking gob- 
lets, and Atlas is made to do service 
in many of the most ornamental of 
these devices which were used for 
the double office, not to hide the 
contents from inspectors but to let 
the inside of the cup stimulate an 
interest in that which the gold- 
smith’s art and the geographer’s 
science had represented on the out- 
side of the cup. Here is a descrip- 
tion of one such soplet given by Dr. 
Stevenson: 
The oceans, lakes, and rivers 
have a silver surface, while the 
continents, islands, sea monsters, 
sailing vessels, principal parallels, 
and meridiang are gilded. The con- 
tinents of Europe, Asia and Africa, 
and the “‘ terra australis sive Ma- 
ica’””’ have their outlines 
drawn in the main as they appear 
on Mercator’s map of 
The celestial globe topping the 
goblet is given an artistic setting. 
It is furnished with horizon, meri- 
dian, and hour circles. The sev-

A very artistic gold beaker globe 
pictured in his work is to be seen 
in the J. P. Morgan collection at the 
Metropolitan Museum—a satyr_ re- 
lieving Atlas of his burden; but it

A celestial globe of special interest 
pictured in this work is that which 
was constructed by Pére Ferdinand 
Verbiest for the Emperor of China. 
It was carried away to Potsdam at 
the close of the Boxer rebellion, 
copies only being left in China, but 
under the Treaty of Versailles the 
original was required to be returned 
to its home. The description of this 
globe given by Le Compte is as fok 
lows:

N this era of the flapper and

The Belief in God and Immortality

ITTLE is heard nowadays of the 
quarrel between religion and 
science that raged so furiously 
in the days of Huxley and 
Tyndall, Gladstone and Jowett. 
Is it that one side or the other has 
given in, or is it that a truce has 
been called? Chesterton, in ‘‘ Here- 
tics,” attributed the cessation of 
argument to what he called the 
“vile superstition " of good taste— 
“ wet talk about Lord Anglesey and 
the weather, and call it the complete 
liberty of all the creeds.” But, as 
Chesterton himself says, it was bad 
taste sixty years ago (as well as to- 
day) to be an ayowed atheist—what 
needs explaining is that ‘* it is now 
— taste to be an avowed Chris- 
gr people no longer wear their 
religion or their irreligion on their 
sleeves, what is one to do who would 
get some idea of the relative num- 
bers of believers and disbelievers in 
a given community! A psychologist 
of the behaviorist school would say— 
study their actions; see how many 





go to church. But this method, 





obviously, wouldn’t work; for some 
go to church and don't believe, and 
some believe and don't go to church, 
and there is no reason to assume 
that .the two’ lots counterbalance 
each other. Dr. Leuba approaches 
the subject as .a_ psychologist, but 
not as a ‘* behaviorist.” He has 
sought to determine the area of dis- 
tribution, among educated people in 
this country today, of the belief in a 
personal God and in personal im- 
mortality, and he has used the meth- 
od of direct questioning. The pres- 
ent book gives the results of his in- 
quiry. 

The first investigation deals with 
the belief in God among the students 
in nine colleges of high rank. Ques- 
tionnaires were distributed (without 
previous announcement) in the psy- 
chology classrooms, and all who 
were present filled them in. (Signa- 
tures were sot requested.) The 
main question. was ‘“‘ Do you think 
of God as a personal or an imper- 
sonal being?’’ and in order to avoid 
ambiguity each studeat was asked to 
say what he conceived to be the dif- 
ference between ‘‘ personal’’ and 
‘* impersonal "' in this connection. 
It was found that 82 per cent of the 
women, but only 56 per cent. of the 
men, thought of God as a. personal 
being—that is, as a being * with 





whom can be maintained the _ re- 
lations implied in ali the his- 
torical religions in which a God 
or gods are worshipped, i. e., 
direct intellectual and affective re- 
lations.'’ (The greater variation 
from tradition on the part of 
the men Dr. Leuba attributes to 
** a stronger impulse to self-affirma- 
tion and freedom '"’ and ‘a lesser 
need of affection aiid of moral sup- 
port.’ May it not be due quite gs 
much to the fact that a nian can go 
further than a woman in the way of 
** self-affirmation . and freedom ’’ 
witholt forfeiting ‘‘ affection and 
moral support "’? 

The most interesting feature of the 
other investigations is that they all 
bear witness to the strong positive 
correlation between intellectual at- 
tai and religi heterodoxy. 
Im one college 90 per cent. of the 
students answered a set of questions 
dealing with the belief in immortal- 
ity; It appeared | that the upper 
classes contained a much larger per- 
centage of disbelievers than the low- 
er. Professional scientists, histo- 
rians, sociologists and psychologists 
show a wider spread of disbelief in 
a personal God and in personal 
immortality than was found in any 
of the college..classes, .And, most 
striking of all, in each professional 








group disbelievers were more nu- 
merous among the more eminent in- 
dividuals than among the less emi- 
pent—‘‘in three of these groups 
(dlologists, historians and psycholo- 
gists) the number (percentage) of 
believers among the men of greater 
distinctibn is only half, or less than 
half, the number of believers among 
the less distinguished men.'’ Among 
seventy-two biologists chosen by a 
rule of chance from those starred 
for eminence in “* American Men of 
Sciece ” the percentage of believers 
in a personal God was as low as 
seventeen. 

Dr. Leuba's conclusion is as fol- 
lows: 

The situation revealed demands a 
revision of public opinion regarding 
the prevalence and the future of the 
two cardinal beliefs of official Chris- 
tlanity, and shows the futility of 
the efforts of those who would meet 
the present religious crisis by de” 
vising a more efficient organization 
and co-operation of the churches, or 
more attractive social features, or 
even a more complete consecration 
of the church membership to ‘ts

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A Public School Under Private Endowment 





By MARGUERITE E. HARRISON 
— of private en- 
dowment through co-opera- 
tion with school boards and 
State and municipal agen- 
cies in the work of public 
education is a comparatively new de- 
parture, but the experiments along 
these lines which have been inau- 
gurated here and there in this coun- 
try are regarded by those interested 
in public education as holding great 
possibilities for future development. 
One of the most comprehensive ex- 
periments of this character, which is 
unique in many features, is at present 
being carried out in the town of Win- 
chester, Va. Winchester has recently 
had placed at its disposal a fund of 
nearly two million dollars, which is 
being expended by trustees, in co-op- 
eration with local school boards, to 
supplement the tax money appro- 
priated by the city and State for the 
support of the public school system. 
It is known as the Handley Fund, 
from its donor John Handley, Irish- 
man by birth and Pennsylvanian by

After a careful study of the situ- 
ation, it was decided by the members 
of the Handley Board to adopt the 
plan recommended by the General 
Education: Board, under which the 
fund was to be devoted to the de- 
velopment of the public school sys- 
tem in co-operation with the School 
Board of the City of Wincffester. 

Plans were drawn up for the con- 
struction by the Handley Board, at 
a cost of over half a million dollars, 
of a group of school buildings capa- 
ble of accommodating all the public 
sthool pupils in Winchester, from 
kindergarten to the completiop of 
the high-school course. By an 
agreement between the Handley 
trustees and the school hoard these 
buildings were to be let to the City 
of Winchester for $1 a year. In 
addition, the Handley trustees agreed 
to. furnish $50,000 a year for the 
support and maintenance of the pub- 
lic school system, conditional upon 
the appropriation of not less than 
$15 a year by the Town Council. 
The selection of a Superintendent 
and teachers was to be left to the 
local school board, the Handley 
Board retaining the right to vote on 
any such appointments.

The new municipal school, which is 
about one-third completed at the 
present time, is an imposing struc- 
ture of red brick, suggesting in its 
outlines some of the beautiful old 
buildings of the University of Vir- 
ginia.

When completed the schools will 
be equipped with every facility for 
carrying out the best and most mod- 
ern ideas in educational work.

HE most important rarity of 
the present season, either 
here or abroad, is the Goorge 
Daniel copy of the First Folio 
Shakespeare, which is in the 
library of the late Baroness Bur- 

tts, that will be sold at 
Sotheby’s in London on May 15, 16 
and 17. About the year 1800 it was 
in the possession of Daniel Moore, 
F. 8. A., who left it to William H. 
Booth. Booth bequeathed it to John 
Gage Rokewood, the antiquary, who 
sold it about 1840 to the London 
bookseller, William Pickering. It 
was purchased of Pickering by 
George Daniel in 1841 and was ob- 
tained at Daniel’s sale in 1864 by 
the Baroness Burdett - Coutts for 
£716 2s, the highest price any copy 
of the work had then reached. 

It measures 131-8 by 8 inches 
and is preserved in a velvet-lined 
brown morocco book-box with lock 
and key. A slight tear is in the 
blank margin of the title page; a 
few small rust holes occur, and there 
are some slight stains which, in one 
or two cases, obliterate letters; 
** Henry IV. ’’ has a slight tear and 
a smal hole and “ Coriolanus ’’ has 
some letterpress missed in printing, 
owing to a fold. 

These appear to be the defects, 
otherwise it isa fine, large and clean 
copy, diced russia gilt, chain bor- 
ders, floral ornaments at the corners 
and blue edges by Baumgartner. It 
was described in the Daniel sale 
catalogue as follows: 

Mr. Daniel, whose bibliograph- 
ical knowledge was most profound 
in all matters connected with the 
great poet, and who Was well ac- 
quainted with the condition, qual- 
ity and rank of all known copies 
of the first class, used to aoe dy 

resent as ‘‘ The First Ag 

yoaiee special emphasis on the 
definite article. * * * We feel 
justified in designating it a mar- 
velous volume of unrivaled beauty. 

This copy, Sotheby's says, will to 
all future time possess a world-wide 
reputation. In a leading article on 
the Daniel sale, which appeared in 
The London Times on July 28, 1864, 
this volume is alluded to as~“‘ the 
greatest prize of the day.’’ The edi- 
torial adds: 

“We are right glad to find that 
it has fallen to a most bounteous and 
large-minded lady for no ‘more than 
682 guineas. The day will come— 
may it be long first—when our chil- 
dren’s children will hear that it has 
been sold for ten times that sum.’ 

It was not until nearly thicty years 
later that the price was surpassed 
by the disposal in New York City of 
a First Folio, known as the Brayton 
lves example, which realized $4,200. 
This was in March, 1891. It is now 
owned by the Shakespeare collector 
W. A. White. Other celebrated 
copies sold at auction were the fol- 
lowing: 

Ouvry, March, 1882, £4,120; a 
copy sold at Christie’s in London, 
July 11, 1899, $1,700, bought, for 
J. E..Widener of Philadelphia; an- 
other Christie copy, July 16, 1901, 
bought for Henry E. Huntington, for 
£1,720; Van Antwerp copy, March, 
1907, in morocco binding by Bed- 
ford, bought for £3,600, or about 
$18,000, now in the H. E. Widener 
collection at Harvard University ; the 
Robert Hoe example, April, 1911, 
bought by Henry C. Folger of Broox- 
lyn for $13,000; Borden copy, Feb- 
ruary, 1913, morocco binding by 
Riviére, verses and title in facsimile, 
$7,800, resold to Mr. Wallace in 1920 
for $8,000; now in possession of Bev- 
erly Chew; Lord Vernon copy, June, 
1918, leaves defective, £2,100. The 
most recent copy sold in New York 
was purchased by Gabriel Wells for 
about $8,100. It was a defective 
copy. 

These are the principal public 
auction sales of the First Folio. 


Henry C. Folger paid much 
more for a copy at private 
sale. This copy had the Droeshout 


portrait of Shakespeare in the first 
state. James F. Drake, eae 
England recently, picked up a fine 
copy. It was in binding by Bedford. 
Its only defect was that the verses 
were in facsimile.. He sold it to Ed- 
ward H. Gilbert of Ware, Mass., who 
had the second, third and fourth 
folios. Mr. Gilbert died a short time 
ago and Mr. Drake obtained his 
library with the four folios, including 
the first, which he had -sold to him. 
He has disposed of the second and 
third folios. The first, which he 
values at $17,500, is now under in-

In the Baroness Burdett-Coutts 
sale there is a carved casket for 
Shakespeare’s works, made out of 
Herne's oak ‘und presented to her 
by Queen Victoria. On a silver plate 
inside the flap is the following in- 
scription : 

This casket, carved out of 
Herne’s oak, the tree mentioned in 
“ The Merry Wives of Windsor,’’ 
contains the First Quarto Edition 
of Shakespeare’s poems, published

Another First Folio in the collec- 
tion is defective. It was acquired 
by Ralph Sheldon of Weston Manor 
House, Long Compton, Warwick- 
shire, about 1650. At the sale of 
the Sheldon Library at Long Comp- 
ton in 1781 it was purchased by Mr. 
King, a bookseller of Moorfields, with 
two other unnamed books, for £2 43. 
It subsequently came into the pos- 
session. of John Horne Tooke and 
was by him given with his library 
to Sir Francis Burdett, in whose 
hands it remained until his death in 
1844, when it passed to his only son, 
Sir Robert, who died intestate in 
1880. Sir Robert's property was 
divided between his surviving sisters, 
this folio coming to the Baroness 
Burdett-Coutts. 

A curious feature is a mutilated 
canceled leaf, containing the con-. 
cluding lines of ‘‘ Romeo and Juliet *’ 
on recto, and opening lines of 
** Troilus and Cressida’’ on re- 
verse. This leaf, half of which has 
been tern away. precedes a normal 
leaf afterward inserted, which sup- 
plies the prologue of ‘‘ Troilus ’’ on 
recto and opening page of the play 
on the reverse. Only two or three 
copies containing the canceled leaf 
have come to light. ~ 
.A notable collection from the li- 
braries, among others, of the late 
Louis Mohr of Chicago and Mary L. 
Rogers of Boston, will be sold at the 
American Art Galleries on April 11 
and 12.

delphia in 1787. During this period 
the diary contains entries for June 
3, June 13, and June 20, show- 
ing that in those days Washington 
** dined at Mr. Clymer’s, and drank 
tea there also."’ 
There is also in the collectiona copy 
of William M. Thackeray’s ‘* Vanity 
Fair,’’ first edition, in the original 
parts. The rare original manuscript 
of the official printed proclamation 
of the Continental Congress on the 
occasion of the discovery of Bene- 
dict Arnold's treason in one of the 
features. An interesting association 
of Lord Byron and the poet Shelley 
is a letter from Byron to Captain 
Roberts, Pisa, July 14, -1822, about 
Shelley’s death, and an autographed 
signature of Shelley. There are 
three books of Marshal Ferdinand 
Foch, with his autographed signa- 
ture. They are believed tu be the 
first copies sold at public auction in 
America bearing his autograph’ sig- 
nature. An almost complete series 
of ** La Libre Belgique " is another 
feature. There is one of the most 
important manuscripts of Charlies 
Lamb known. It consists of ex- 
tracts from David Garrick’s plays, 
with Lamb's notes and comrients.

Another entertaining anecdote of 
the President concerns the call of # 
Democratic Representative from New 
York to Mr. Lincoln in order to com- 
plain about the state of the country. 

This man, John Ganson of Buffalo, 
was always immaculately dressed, 
totally bald, and with a face free 
_ from hair. He made the formal call 
and said to Mr. Lincoln: 

Though I am.a Democrat, I im- 
peril my political future by sup- 
porting your war.measures. I can 
understand that secrecy may be 
necessary in military operations, 
but I think I am entitled to know 
the exact conditions, good or bad, 
at the front. 

Mr. Lincoln looked at him earnestly 
for a minute and then said, ‘‘ Gan- 
son, how clean you shave."’ 

In the chapter on General Grant, 
Mr. Depew prints an interesting in- 
terview between the General and 
George Jones, at that time the pro- 
trietor and publisher of THz New 
Yorx Truegs. - In telling the story to 
tir. Depew, Mr. Jones said: 

I was very much surprised to re- 
ceive a letter from the President 
asking me to come to see him at 
the White House. Of course I 
went, anticipating a disagreeable 
interview, but it turned out abso- 
utely the reverse. The President 
was most cordial and his frank- 
bess most attractive. After a long 
and full di i the Presid 
yvaid Tue Times had been his most 
unsparing critic, but he was forced 
to agree with much THE TIMES 
said; that he had sent for me to 
make a request; that he had come 
to the Presidency without any 
preparation whatever for its duties 
ot for civic responsibilities; that 
he was compelled to take the best 
advice he could find and surround 
himself with men many of whom 
he had never met before, and they 
were his guides and teachers; that 
he,. however, assumed the entire 
responsibility for everything he 
had done. He knew perfectly well, 
in the restrospect and with the 
larger experience he had gained, 
that he had made many mistakes. 
‘“*And now, Mr. Jones,’’ he con- 
tmued, ‘I have sent for you as the 
most powerful, as well as, I think, 
the. fairest of my critics, to ask 
that you will say in your final 
summing up of my eight years 
that however many my errors or 
mistakes they were faults of judg- 
ment, and that I acted consci- 
entiously — in any way I thought 
was right and best.’’ 

When Mr. Jones told the President 
that he would be delighted to ex- 
press that view in Tue Times, Gen- 
eral Grant went on to say that he 
would like to show his appreciation 
in some way. Mr. Jones said that 
he wanted nothing for himself, nor 
did his friends, in the line of pat- 
ronage. General Grant then asked 
for a suggestion as to the best man 
in. Mr. Jones's opinion for United 
States District Attorney for the Dis- 
trict of New York. Mr. Jones then 
suggested Mr. Depew for the office. 





Then, according to Mr. Jones’s 
story: 
The President then said, ‘‘ Mr. 


Depew supported Greeley, and 
though he igs back in the party and 
doing good service in the cam- 
paigns, I do not like those men. 
Nevertheless, you can tender him 
the office and ask for his imme- 
diate acceptance."’ 

Mr. Depew, however, had made 
up his mind that he could secure a 
better career in railroad work than 
in public office and declined the 
compliment. ; 

Chapter after chapter follows the 
famous Americans and among those 
whom Mr. Depew has known were 
Roscoe Conkling, Horace Greeley, 
Rutherford B. Hayes, William M. 
Evarts, General Garfield, Chester A. 
Arthur, Grover Cleveland, Benjamin 
Harrison, James G. Blaine, William 
McKinley and Theodore Roosevelt. 


He asked me to introduce him at 
the different stations, where he was 
to deliver long ar short addresses. 
After several of these occasions, 
he asked, “‘ What's the next sta- 
tion, Chauncey?*’ I answered, 
“ Peekskill.” ‘.,Well,"’ he said, 
“ what is there about Peekskill? "’ 
**.1 was born there,’’ I answered. 
“ Well,"” he said, rising, “I 
always thought that you were 


born at Poughkeepsie.’’ ‘ No, 
Peekskill."” Just then we were 
running into the station, and, as 


the train stopped, I stepped for- 
ward to introduce him to the great 
crowd which had gathered there 
from a radius of fifty miles. - He 
pushed me back in a very dra- 


matic. way, and shouted: ‘ Fel- 
low citizens, allow me to make the 
introduction here. As have 


many times in the last quarter of 
a century traveled up and down 
your beautiful Hudson River with 
its majestic scenery made famous 
by the genius of Washington 
Irving, and upon the floating 
palaces not equalled anywhere else 
in the world, or when the steamer 
has. passed through this pictur- 
esque bay and opposite your vil- 
lage, I have had emotions of ten- 
derness and loving memories, 
greater than those impressed by 
any other town, because I have 
said to myself: ‘There is the 
birthplace of one of my best 
friends, Chauncey Depew.’ "’ 

It is to be presumed that the en- 
thusiasm of the auditors was un- 
bounded. 

Turning from Mr. Depew’s memo- 
ries of his own countrymen, the 
reader will find. much of interest in 
his recollections from abroad. He 
has been a frequent visitor to for- 
eign countries and has mixed with 
many important people. His promi- 
nence in politics at home and his art 
of delivering an after-dinner speech 
always made him a welcome guest 
and he was favored with the confi- 
dence of many foreign ‘notabilities, 
among them King Edward. VII., 
then the Prince of Wales. The 
Prince passed most of his Summess 
at Hombourg in those days, and it 
was there that Mr. Depew became 
acquainted with him, meeting him 
frequently, and often being his guest 
at luncheons and dinners. One of 
the most entertaining of the anec- 
dotes concerned with this period is 
the dinner which the Prince of 
Wales gave to Mark Twain. During 
the dinner itself Mark was a disap- 
pointment, saying hardly anything 
and carefully refraining from being 
as funny as those about him appar- 
ently considered he ought to be. But 
with the cigars a new note was 
struck. Mark declined a cigar the 
Prince offered him with this ex- 
planation: 

No, Prince, I never smoke. 
have the reputation in Hartford, 
Conn., of furnishing at my enter- 
tainments the worst of cigars. 
When I was going abroad, and as 
I would be away for several years, 
I gavé a reception and invited all 
my friends. I had the Governor 
of the State of Connecticut and 
the judges of the highest courts, 
and the mo&t ed mem- 
bers of the Legislature. I had the 
leading clergymen and other citi- 
zens,.and also the President and 
Faculty of Yale University and 
Trinity College.

The concrete facts—which are undeni- 
able, as they are a matter of record—in 
connection with the remarkable progress 
of this church in’all ways are sufficient 
answer to these charges.

“doy angers ye of the human form, leav- 
ing out.all features yet suggesting char- 
acter and expression through the subtle- 
ty of the contours, produces an im-

the opposite of Redon's mysticism. In 
an environment of abstractions it brings 
a comforting realization of the humanity 
of human beings,’a humanity that has 
been accepted by the greatest artists of 
the past and, it is safe to assume, will 
be accepted by. the best-equipped minds 
of the future. 

The little reclining figure at the Mon- 
tross Galleries is another example, slight 
but exquisitely appealing, of Mr. Tay- 
lor’s method of generalizing. At the 
Colony Club is one of his interesting ex- 
periments in linoleum carving. He has 
worked in several mediums, but not, 
strange to say, in watercolor, which 
would seem to be especially forhim. In 
each medium he has managed to convey 
& message of importance to students of 
modern art, the feeling of religion that 
Maurice Denis among the Frenchmen 
has captured, and thatjhas eluded most 
of the Americans, etl ellpvednee some- 
thing of the present age that could not 
be left entirely out of art. ‘ 


Paintings by Walter Griffin. 
. Walter Griffin at the Rehn Galleries is 
admirably himeelf.. Ata moment of 
transition wheh many of the older 
artists are feeling sometimes pitifully, 
sometimes bravely, the impulse to’ com- 
pete with the younger men in their new 
convention upon their own ground, it is 
inspiriting to find talents. so deeply im- 
pregnated with personal emotion and so 
adequately ‘sustained by intellectual 
force as to- keep their steady path.

Drawings and a couple of paintings by 
Charles Sheeler at the Daniel Galleries 
are amazingly fine. Most of them wear 
a brightly deceptive appearance of sim- 
plictty and commonplace. A Jus. finely 
shaped, an apple or two, a tall glass 
carefully placed and drawn with char- 
coal or crayon or something capable of 
intense blacks. That is.all there Is to 
the finest of them. Or. it- might be .a 
bunch of tulips, compact, without that 
Egyptian unfficatiom that has destroyed 
jJoyousness in so much of our modern 
composition, holding up heads crowned 
with ‘dull crimson and with a leaf flop- 
ping down the side of the vase, help- 
lessly, with rippling undulations, laugh- 
ing’ itself weak, you could say. ‘Or it 
could be a black vase’and.a red apple, 
not quite so distinguished in. the harsh- 
negs of the contrast and the unpleasant 
two ears of the vase perking up like 
kitten’s ears'from an otherwise beautiful 
form. It is drawing that really is best 
without actual color to interrupt. its 
plunging descent into darkness,, It fep- 
resents hard-won victory and passion- 
ate effort to create an original mold of 
form and an original architecture of 
design. . 

With the drawings are several photo- 
graphs which are the last word in s#e- 
lective tact and the subordination of the 
machine, but these should have been 
shown separately.

Your cable about misunderstand- 
ings concerning my attitude toward 
problems created by the news r 
cablegrams concerns a matter w ch 
I admit I do ‘not know how to handle. 
Every on. of the things you mention 
\ tg a fable. ‘I have not only *yielded 
nothing, but have been asked to yield 
nothing. These,manoeuvres which tke 
cablegram speaks of are purely im- 
aginary. I. cannot check them from 
this end because the men who sent 
them insist on having something to 
talk about, whether they know what 
the facts aré or not. I will do my best 
with the three press associations. 


The effect of this. great and sudden 
agitation upon the conference, together 
with the fact that there were leakages 
to the French press—wheére such leak- 
ages would help the French cause—were 
instant and disconcerting. On Jan. 15, 
at the very. opening of the council, Mr. 
Lioyd George voiced a sharp protest 
against ‘the French leakages: ; 

MR. LLOYD GEORG®E referred to 
the’ agreement that no information re- 
garding what, took place at the muet- 
ings should he given out other than 
that issued by the Secretariat. He 
wished to point out that he had noticed 
that the French press had published 
the clause regarding the\proposed de- 
mands. on the German Government to 
deliver its g6ld reserve, “M. Pichon 
explained that while it was true that it 
had been published here, this was due 
to the fact that the French journalists 
knew that it was known to British and 
American journalists, and. that it 
would @ppear in. their papers, as there 
‘was ho British or American censorship 
of the:press. 

[As & matter of fact, the American 
journalists never knew these facts, pow 
publishe@ them] :

French Seek te Censer All News. 


The French then set ‘forth ‘their ideas 
of ‘how the press should be managed. 
There should be absolute secrecy of pro- 
eeedings,; a communiqué each day .by 
the Secretariat and finally, as M. Pichon 
said, *‘ all:else should be censored.’’ 

To make this effective ‘‘it would be 
necessary to’ stop any communication 
by cable, and he suggested that) each 
Government’ appoint a representative to 
discuss this matter and take the neces- 


This would have made the conference 
absolutely secret, absolutely in the con- 
trol. of the leaders _present, who could 
give out such information to the world 
as they thought favored the causes in 
which they were interested. 

Nothing, of ¢ourse, was more obnox- 
fous to the American tradition, and to 
President Wilson, than any censorship 
whatsoever. He had evén been against 
the practice’ of all of the belligerent 
countries in censoring the malis during 
the war, though he was strongly urged 
in May, 1917, by his Secretary of State, 
Mr.. Lansing, to order such censorship, 
And no ‘sooner was the war over than 
all censorship of cable and wireless 
messages Was Yemoved. Moréover, a 
clear understanding with the French 
Government existed to the effect that, 
if the Peace Conference came to Paris, 
a whould be no French -censorship 

American dispatches. While at the 
very beginning there were one.or two 
instances in which the French military 
censors did interfere on the ground 


were wholly untrammeled Lt eny cen- 
sorship whatsoever.

Correspondents from other qoun- 
tries, barred from direct information 
as to what was happening, drew on 
these French sources and the news to 
every part of the werld thus came, more

One day in February while he was at 
a crucia] point in hig fight for the League 
of Nations the President showed me a 
memorandum which he seid he had from 
unimpeacheblé. sourees giving the in 
structions just sent out to the French 
Government press: 

(1) To magnify. Republican eppositien’ 
in the United States te the President 
and his Administration. 

(2) .To emphasize chaotic conditions in 
Russia. : 

(3) To show that Germany is willing 
and able to renew the 5s le, 

“If this keeps on I shail suggest mov- 
ing the conference to Geneva, or some- 
where out of Paris,’’ said the President. 

Indeed, what can be thought of a situ-~ 
ation like this, in which during a friend- 
ly conference of allied nations a group 
of newspapers well known te be. influ- 
enced by the Government of one of them 
ig used to attack and make as difficult 
as possible the courge of the chief dele- 
gate of another nation? 

On March 14 Tumulty cabled the Pres- 
ident: ‘‘ Publicity doing great damage 
here.’’ On the same day he telegraphed: 
‘* Country greatly disturbed over stories 
appearing Paris and elsewhere under 
Associated Press head that League of 
Nations is not to be included in peace 
treaty.’’ 

Another development. affecting public- 
ity also took place. While the Council 
of Tén in the beginning had been quite 
strictly.,limited to the two leading dele- 
gates of each of the four or five nations 
with a few secretaries and experts, the 
tendency of the meetings was to grow 
larger. On March 6 the military experts 
were present, and these, with the mem- 
bers of the delegations and the secreta- 
ries, made up an attendance of fifty-- 
five. The tendency was to increase the 
length of the speeches, and also te in- 
erease enormously the likelihood of 
leaks. 

Mr. Lioyd George especially had been 
restive under this condition, and on 
March 6 he gaid he “ thought that the 
text itself ‘shoujd not be discussed before 
go large a meeting. The British dele- 
gates could not see their way to accept 
the terms as they appeared at the pres- 
ent moment without large modifications; 
put those were questions which the dele-

Big Four Take Charse, 


All ef these factors; together with a 
now vielently insistent demand through- 
out the world that peace be made quick- 
ly, were elements in bringing about the 
still smaller coynctis ef the four heads of 
the great powers, where only the four 
leaders (sometimes euly three), with 
two or three utterly impenetrable sec- 
retaries were present. In these con- 
ferences of the “Big Four’’ decisions 
that hed long hung fire were rapidiy 
made and the treaty formulated. <A 
more complete account of the more com- 
pleated reasons for this secrecy and 
what came of it must be left for the 
chapters of the ‘ dark period *’ in which 
the real struggle between Wilsen and 
Clemenceau took place, 

Suffice it to say that from the middle 
of March to the end of the conference 
the actual conversations ef the Big 
Four were kept seeret to a remarkable 
degree. but the detisions were fully 
made known from time te time, Pregi- 
dent Wilson was greatly criticised for 
net taking his fellew Commissioners into 


Mera his confidence—even Colonel House—but 


the same criticism wes aleo made of 
Clemenceau and Lloyd George, that their 
fellow-delegates did not know what 
was going on and could’not find out. 
Even Mr. Balfour was often in complete 
darkness regarding the details of what 
wes happening. Wach of the four no 
doubt gave te hig official press. repre- 
sentative each day, as the Pregident 
gave to me-as deseribed in the last 
echapter-—@ general survey of the sub- 
jeets discussed, which he in turn passed 
on to the -eorrespondents, but it was 
never a really satisfactory method. 

Two’ other critical probleme in pub- 
licity arose during the conference. One 
centred around the demand of the press 
te be present at the presentation of the 
treaty to the Germans at Versailles; the 
other involved the still greater problem 
of the pGblicity of the treaty itself. 

Probably the most dramatic and im- 
pressive meeting of the entire Peace 
Conference was that of May 7, when the 
leaders of -the victorious allied powers 
met the leaders of defeated Germany 
fer the firet time. It was the occasion 
upon which the completed treaty was 
formally presented to the German dele- 
gation. No people in the world are go 
skillful in staging such a, spectacle as 
the French, and they had done their 
best to give due impressiveness and 
solemnity to this particular assemblage 
as a symbol of their victery over their 
historic enemies. They had in their 
minds, no doubt, the traditions of for- 
mer gatherings of this kind; full of 
ceremony, yet with the distinction of 
simplicity, and the whole idea of the 
press—the representatives of democracy 
—crowding into the scene, was intensely 
repugnant to them, 

But they had to recognize that there 
was a public and a press in the werld, 
so they made arrangéments in the vard 
outside, near the . gate, which they 
eamouflaged with shrubs and behind 
which they proposed to allow corre- 
spondents to stand and see the dele- 
gates go in, and afterward come qut. | 
It may be imagined what a shout went 
up from the American correspondefits, 
The enclosures in the yard were at once 
denominated the “‘ dugouts”’ and ‘‘ com- 
munication trenches.’”’ Again they held 
meetings in the office of the Press Bu- 
reau and passed resolutions. .The writer 
had gone to Versailles ‘and discovered 
that there was room for a reasonable 
number of correspbndénts within the 
building, When he came back he tried 
to enlist Mr. Lansing’s help in chang- 
ing the arrangement, but he quite 
agreed with the French, so I carried 
the. matter to the President and “he 
promised to make the fight for us in 
the Counefl of Four. This he did on 
April 30:

This got the journalists into the cor- 
rider; it. took another fight by the 
President to get them into the room 
itzelf—pbut finally, to make the distinc- 
tion’ clear, they were required to enter 
by the back door! Five journalists 
from each nation, including Germany, 
were admitted. Three of the American 
press tickets went, of course, to the press 
asseclations, and the other two, after 
much discussion, were assigned by lot 
by the special correspondents them- 
selves, the two going to Mr. Oulahan 
of Tua New Yore Times and Mr. Hay- 
den of The Detrojt News. In this case 
the press of the entire world profited 
by the fight.made by the American cor- 
respondents and the backing they got 
from President Wilson in the Couneil of 
Four. _ 

Publication of the Treaty. 


The problem of the time for publishing 
the treaty was more important’and far- 
reaching in its consequences. It began 
im the Council of Three (the Italians 
then being absent) as early as April 28 
and came up frequently for extended 
discussion during the coming month. 
Here ,a curious situation developed. 
Clemenceau wes insistently for publica- 
tien of the treaty when it was given to 
the German@ May 7. He said (Secret 
Minutes, April 23): 

M. CLEMENCBAU strongly u 
that the treaty should he pablish 
when it was communicated to the Gerry 

mans, It would not be fair te our 
own people to let the. Germans see 
the treaty and te conceal it from 
them. His own position would be an

There were’ other reasons why the 
French desired immediate publication. 
The treaty not. only went far toward 
giving the French the -terma they had

mans were given any opportunity to 
reply, changes would be more difficult 
to make. And the French wanted every 
{tem of the treaty, imposed uncondi- 
tionally upon the Germans; they wanted 
no changes whatever. 

Buyt Lloyd George oppesed publication 
as insistently as Clemenceau supported 
it. As the terms of the treaty began 
to be known in England there had arisen 
sharp criticism, especially among the 
Liberal and Labor elements. Such emi- 
nent leaders as General Smuts and Gen- 
eral Botha were dissatisfied—General 
Smuts even threatened that he would 
not sign the treaty: some of the great 
British economic interests suddenly dis-

publication was undesirable, it was, he 
believed, alse unavoidable, byt jater, 
upon hearing Lloyd George’s arguments 
ind in the hope that he now had of 
Joining with Lloyd Georgé and securing 
certain modifications in some -.of the 
harsher terms of the treaty—he agreed 
that the text ought not to be published 
at once. But they compromised with 
Clemenceau by arranging for the prep- 
aration and publication of a summary 
of the treaty, described in the last chap- 
ter. This, however, did not prevent 
Clemenceau from pressing his argument 
again and again—until the German re- 
plies were printed—for the publication of 
the treaty. 

There also began to be a demand In 
the British Parliament and the Amert- 
ean Senate for the text, Parts of it had 
Ieaked out. A copy soon afterward 
reached Wealjl Street and was seen. by 
Senator Lodge, who made a bitter 
speech in the Senate criticising the Pres- 
ident for withholding the treaty. One 
day, at the very height of the contro- 
versy, a fyll copy of the treaty in Ger- 
man was laid upon my desk, and we 
were informed that copies could be had 
for 2 francs each in Belgium. With 
Cables, wireless and printing presses ge- 
erecy, had become practically an impos:

The President, having made his de- 
cision, adhéred to it and the treaty was 
not officially’ made public in America 
until transmitted to the Senate. 

Such was the ‘struggle for publicity 
at Paris. It was wholly without 
precedent in any former. world 
and had @ profound effect-upen the de- 
liberations of the conference itself! 

Having thus outlined the forces of the 
new order as distinguished from the old, 
we can proceed to the tactical struggles 
for position, for control, for organiza- 
tion, which marked the early days of the 
conference. Much depended upon these 
matters of procedure. 


In next Bunday’s chapter Mr. Baker 
shows how the military elements tried 
to influence the peace conference and 
recalle Mr. Wilson’s warning against 
grabbing.

All this was obviously for internal con- 
sumption. But under all this assurance, 
under all these pompous and grandiose 
attempts on the part of the Soviet lead- 
ers to convince themselves and the Rus- 
sian people that the Soviet Government 
holds the key to the whole world situ- 
ation in its most yital aspects, there 
was a constant undercurrent of fear that 
something might happen to the Genoa 
Conference itself. And when the minis-~ 
terial crisis in Italy led to a postpone- 
ment of the Genoa Conference, this un- 
dercurrent of fear lest they might, after 
all, find themselves cheated of participa~ 
tion in an international parley, mani- 


sion of the Sovi€t leaders’ feelings on 
the subject, in a note which Chicherin 
dispatched. by radio on Feb. 25 to the 
Marquis della Torretta, the Italian Min- 
ister of Foreign. Affairs, and to Lord 
Curzon. 

This note began with an expression of 
“utter amazement ’*’ on the part of the 
Soviet. Government that so important a 
parley as the Genoa Conference was an- 
nounced to be should have been post- 
poned indefinitely (at that time the later 
date.of the conference had not as yet 
been set). for so slight.a reason as a 
ministerial. crisis. in one of.the partici- 
pating powers. Although the major por- 
tion of the note was devoted te ironical 
allusions to the insistence which the al- 
lied powers have always laid upon the 
reliability of their obligations and the 
stability of their governmental systems, 
the general tone of it unmistakably re- 
flected the keen disappointment which 
the Soviet«leaders felt at what then ap- 
peared to be their logs of so tremendous 
an ‘opportunity for bélstering up their 
‘own ‘frestige. 

But the fears of the Spviet leaders 
proved to bé unfounded. ‘The date for 
the conference was set definitely, and 
the ‘Central Exetutive’ Committee of 
Soviets proceeded to select a delegation 
to represent Soviet Russia. ‘Fhe choice 
was made with utmost care, to give the 
appearance of as completely representa- 
tive character as possible. : 
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fested itself very clearly, as an expres- 
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The delegation consists of fifteen mem- 
bers. Lenin is the Chairman, and George 
Tohitcherin, the Commissioner of Foreign 
Affairs, is Acting Chairman. ‘The Com+ 
missariat of Foreign Affairs is further 
represented by three other members of 
the delegation, Maxim Litvinov, the As- 
sistant. Commissar; Adolph . Joffe, the 
negotiator of the. Brest-Litovsk treaty 
with the Germans and of thé Riga treaty 
with the Poles; and Vorovsky, the Soviet 
Ambassador at Rome, Leonid Krassin, 
formerly head of the Soviet Trade Mis- 
sion in London and the Commissar of 
Foreign Trade, represents the economic 
departments of the Government, ‘ 

The important members of the Soviet 
Federation have thelr own representa. 
tives on the delega 
resents e; Kirimanov, Azerbaid- 
jan; Mdivani, Georgia; yan, Ar- 
menia; Khodjayev, Bukhara. It is very 
interesting that the Far. Hastern repub- 
lic, which usually speaks of itself as an 
independent State, is also included in’ the’ 
Soviet Federation; it is represented on 
the Soviet delegation ‘by Janson, its Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs. Finally,. the 
delegation includes . three representa- 
tives of the trade unions, Shilapnikoy, 
Sapronov and Rudzutak. .. at ig 

According to the decree of the Central 
Executive Committee, whereby the dele- 
gation was appointed, this delegation as 
invested with plenary powers to. enter 
into agreements and sign treaties in the 
name of the Saviet Republic. It is. very 
interesting that in connection -with the 
designation of the delegation, the Soviet 
press very appropriately recalled. the 
time, just four years ago, when a sim- 
ilar Soviet delegation’ was setting out 
to an international conference—to meet 
the representatives of the Central Pow- 
ers at Brest-Litovsk. Comparisons be- 
tween the two occasions are inevitable, 
and the Moscow Pravda of Maren-z 
published a most significant interview 
on this subjéect with Adolph” Joffe: of. 
Brest-Litovsk fame, now a member of 
the Genoa delegation, This interview 
also sheds a very interesting light on the 
tone which the Soviet delegation will; 
probably, use in .Genoa, abe 

In answer to thé question as ‘to°what, 
in his opinion, is the différents ‘between 
the Brest-Litovsk and the Genoa nego- 
tiations, Joffe said: 

“We went to Brest-Litovsk ak'd con- 
quered nation, knowing beforehand that 
no effective agreement:was-possible and 
basing all our calculation? on thé possi- 

ility of a world revélutibn. “We are 
going to Génoa as. representatives, not 
of @ conquered -nmation,’ but of ~axr-équal 
to sit with other equals, for tha purpdse 
of coming to some sort of a real.under- 
standing with the bourgeois world. ‘We 
signed the Brest treaty without: discuss- 
ing it, after an ultimatum was delivered 
to us, in order to free our Own hands 
for a further Struggle against .. this 
treaty which was forced upon us:.Thus 
the Brest treaty was merely ‘the starting 
point of a. new struggle, while.thei Genoa 
agreements ought to- put an »etid to.all 
struggle and serve as:thenbagis: Bf peace. 
Therefore, -in. Genoa we: shall net sign 
any agreements thet are not fully: ae- 
ceptable to us and that might lead to 
further struggle, rather than to friendly 
and neighborly relations.’’ 

All these, of course, are merely «en- 
eral statements. They indicate the tone 
and the attitudé which the Soviet dele- 
gation is expected to take in dealing

On March 6 Lenin delivered a: speech. 
devoted to.the question of Genoa, be- 
fore a conference of the Union of Metal 
Workers in Moscow. The occasion. at 
which this speech was delivered was 
raodest enough. But the speech itself 
has importance far beyond its setting. 
It was in reality addressed) not to the 
metal. workers of Moscow, nor even to 
the people of Russia; but to the outside 
world. 

In his usual direct manner; Lenin pe- 
gan his speech with. the enunciation of 
what-is his fundamental thesis with re-) 
gard to the whole international. situa- 
tion, of-which the Genoa Conference is 
but one phase. He stated it in the fol- 
lowing words: 

“During the four years of the exist- 
ence of the Sovitt authority, we have 
acquired sufficient practical experience 
(in addition to what we had known the- 
oretically’ before) to be able to evaluate 
properly the whole diplomatic game, 
which has now been unfolded ‘in accord- 
ance with all the rulés of the antiquated 
diplomatic:art by the representatives of 
the bourgeois States. We see very clearly 
what is the basis of this game: it is 
trade. The bourgeois nationg must trade 
with ‘Russia. They know that unless 
they succeed/in establishing some forms 
of economic relations, their.own .disor- 
ganization will proceed as heretofore, In 
spite of their magnificent. victories. and 
the endless boasting with which. they 
fill the newspapers of the .whole. wonld, 
their. economiecs:: continues, to” go to 
piecés,”’ 

The Determining Orux. 

Thus the determining crux of the world 
situation, according to Lenin, is the need 
for Western Europe to trade with Rus- 
sia. There ig nothing new in this, of 
course. Hverybody has heen saying. this 
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for months past, from: Licyd George 
down. But while the rest of the world 
is interested in the question of whether 
or not Russia really has anything to 
give to the world in her present condi- 
tion, Lenin .ig -more . interested-.in -the 
question of -whether or not it. is possible 
to retain at least the forms. of commun- 
ism in Russia and to engage in trading 
operations with the outside world,. He 
admits readily enough that Rifssia needs 
trade with the outside world, just as 
much-as the bourgeois world needs. trade 
with Russia, ‘as long as the capitaliq 
tic countries have not as, yet gone to 
Pieces altogether.”’ 

et Lenin is shrewd enough to know 
that all his political mathinations will 
avail him nothing. if he has nothing 
tangible to show to the bourgeois 
world. He canriot’ turn back ‘to Soviet 
Russia’s trade experience during the 
past months; the figures would run too 
much against him. Nor can -hée rely 
again on mefe vague promises, as he 
and his associates have been doing for 
years. So he turns to a very interesting 
and significant; expedient. He says: 

“' We are ready to conduct our ‘nexgo-: 
tiations.in a-merchant-like. fashion. And. 
the fact that, we .can.be.merchant-like. 
is proven by the number. of trade.agree- 
ments we have sikned with. foreign 
powers and the business deals we have 
arranged. We cannot give information 
about these deals at the present time. 
When a capitalist comes to ls and says 
that the facts about our negotiations 
should not-be published until complete 
arrangements are made, we canhot deny 
him this. But we: know how® many 
agreements: and.deals’ are in: the process 
of preparation, ‘Their ‘list alone ruris 
through a mumber of pages, and there 
are -améng them \dozéns:- of*:carefaihy 
worked out proposals ‘for :dealings’ with 
reputable financial firms. Of course the 
representatives of the bourgeois powers 
who will come together in Genoa know 
all this.ax well as we do. Whatever else 
kas happened, the governments of these 

wers have not lost. their contact 
with their own business firms. . Their 
own .disorvanization cannot he so great 
that they. should not-knew this.” .... 

There are two very significant points 
about this passage of Lénin’s speech, 
In the first place, tt shows-his amazing 
belief that the rest of the world is really: 
on the verge of economic collapse, which 
might seem rather strange when coming 
from .the man whose experimentation 
had reduced Russia to heaps of ruins. 
And in the second vilace, it furnishes a 
key to the eagerness with which the

‘Somd scientists held.'that the germ cell

admitted ‘that ‘the offspring was enor- 


mously affected, both before and after 
birth, by’ the good or bad health of the 
mother, but this was regarded as a 
matter of environment, not heredity. 
These experiments were intended to dis< 


: close whether marked. changes in oft- 


spring. could be produced by introducing 
an artificial factor into the life of the 
father. -If such an effect could be pro- 
duced; it could mean only that.the germ 
cell was directly altered, The fathers 
only’ were “treated with alcohol. The 
mothers were allowed..to lead normal 
guinea pig lives. 

Alcohol was chosen for the ‘process be- 
cause it was an ‘agent whose effects 
were well know physiologically. Experi- 
ments were made by intoxicating the 
animals with ether fumes, but the effect 
of this was too devastating on the con- 
stitution of the animals. 

The males were led’ every day. except 
Sunday into a tank heavily charged with 
alcohol .fumes, which produced all, the 
characteristic symptoms of intoxication,

Heavier treatment With alcohol was 
applied to other groups. After being 
brought to a condition of heavy ‘Intoxi- 
cation six days out df the week for sev- 
eral months, changes were noted in the 
characteristics of their offspring. The 

second generation was of poorer quality. 
All were weak and inferior; many did 
not live. 

It was the result of this stage oe the 
test that somehow reached the attention 
of Hobson and was incorporated into his 
book and stock speeches for prohibition. 
He hailed Dr. Stockard as one of the 
greatest living scientists. Me said that 
the experiment had conclusively proved 
that the imbibing of any quantity of 
liquor, small or great, by a father or 
mother; might result in the destruction 
of the second generation. The Cornell ' 
experiments became one of the standard 
articles of dry oratory. 

In scientific publications, however, Dr. 
Stockard has voiced a different opinion. 
He holds that the experiment has not 
indicated that ordinary drinking or even 
moderately hard drinking by the parent 
would have an adverse effect on the 
germ cell, while excessively heavy in- 
toxieation continued for a long course 
injured the second generation. 

Dr. Stockard said before the Fifteenth 
International. Congress Against Alcohol- 
ism, in Washington, that, in his opin- 
ion, this was’ not e@ to the characten 
of alcohol so much as to..the quantity 
and that the abuse of any article of food 
on the same scale would produce simi- 
lar results.

‘COUNTING CITY’S CROWDS 





ORE than enough people pass 

daily through many of New 

York's streets than would form 

one of the great parades which 

are famous in the city’s his- 

tory. The crowds which daily pass a 

given point on scores of: New York 

streets is often greater than the entire 

Population’ of important cities whose 

names are household wards. The density 

of: this pedestrian congestion each day, 

when it reaches its peak, probably has 

no. parallel. in the world. The exact 

figures on the congestion of crowds in 

New York's, busiest streets, which have 

been obtained by a careful survey, come 

as’ a surpride to the average New 
Yorker: 

The stké of any stréet crowd can only 
be detérmiried by careful count made 
hour after hoyr by patient and alert ob- 
servers.’ So many' factors’ enter into 
such & caloulation that thé casual ob- 
server is readilly deceived. The crowd 
on'one #treet moves faster than at other 
pdints. ‘The rate of progress varies con- 
siderably at different fours of the day. 
A’ crowd In a tGomparatively narrow 
street actually appéars much more con- 
gested than’ on broad sidewalks. An ob- 
ééerver who would make 4 fairly accurate 
gttess of the size of a shopping crowd 
would be deceivéd by the dense, hurry- 
fig masses in some biisiness streets, 
while the crowd again unconsciously 
qttickens its pate fh its homeward prog- 
ress. 

The average New Yorker, however- 
familiar he be” with the streets 
thease the will probably guess 
very wide of the mark, in estimating the 

‘of crowds. Many people familiar 
with downtown New York streets in the 
busy ‘hours of ‘the day, probably 
these crowds the largest in the 
city. Ask a dozen different people to es- 
timate their oten, ae the figures will 
vary ‘widely. ; 

Take for example owe Broadway be- 
tween Rector Street and Exchange 
Place. In the ‘colirse of @ day about 
25,000 people pass along the west side- 
walk going in both: directions. and 30,000 
on. the opposite side of the street, also 
going both ways. The total of 65,000 in 
- regular formation moving, at the pace 
of.a great parade would make a good 
showing. The peak of traffic is reached 
in this section between 12 and 12:15 
noon, ‘when: about 1,600 people pass a 
given point. > > 5 

The crowd. though .less dense is very 





The crowds on Nassau Street are very 
heavy and the narrowness of the street 
serves ,to make it appear even more 
congested than it really is. An actual 
count shows that more than 60,000 people 
pass through Nassau ‘Street between 
Spruce and Beekman Streets in the 
course of a day, It is curious to find 
that the time the congestion reaches its 
peak is rarely the same in any two 
streets in this, locality.. The peak is 
reached between 8:45 and 9:00 A. M., 
when 1,500 people pass these corners. 

The Park Row crowd is of course fa- 
mous, but it is essentially a one side- 
walk street. Some 56,000 people pass 
dally along the south side of Park Row 
between Beekman and Ann Streets while 
only 16,000 use the opposite side of the 
street. If both sides were equally crowd- 
ed Park Row would be perhaps. the 
busiest of New York streets. The crowd 
here réaches its maximum deénsity in the 
fifteen minutes before 9:00 A. M. It has 
been found in these observations that-the 
crowds bound to the places of business 
in the mornings move with a somewhat 
accelerated step. 

Although the size of the crowd falls 
off as it moves up Broadway it remains 
surprisingly heavy, and there are no 
dead points. Take Broadway, between 
Leonard and Franklin Streets. “The 
daily crowd passing in both directions 
at this‘point totals 50,000. The crowds 
on the east side streets are also heavy. 
It is surprising to find that on the Bow- 
ery, between Fifth and Sixth Streets, 
more than 30,000 people pass in the 
course of a day. 

The size of the crowds on many of the 
cross ‘streets is very deceptive. One does 
not think of Fourteenth Street as being 
notable for its crowds, yet it holds «’ 
unique record. The biock between Broad- 
way and Fourth Avenue, which has 
but one sidewalk, is traversed daily by 
about 53,000. The crowds have disap- 
peared from Twenty-third Street, but 
Thirty-fourth Street is a very busy 
thoroughfare. More. than 50,000 people 
pass daily through the block between 
Fifth and Sixth Avenues. The peak of 
travel is reached between 12:30 and 12:45 
P. 'M,, when more than 1,300 people pass 
& given point. ‘The crowds on’ Broad- 
way between Thirty-third and Thirty- 
fourth Streetd total about 46,000 a day, 
The peak here is reached between 12:45 
and 1 P, a seer eects 
these corners.

The Inferior sesond generation “was 
hot subjected _to alcohol,*:but .was al- 
lowed to breed ‘a generation. ‘The 
third generation was not alcoholized and 

was allowed to produce a fourth gener- 
ation. 

An. unexpécted result occurred here. 
The fourth generation, bred, from alco- 
holized . great-grandparents, proved to 
be a stronger and ‘healthier lot than the 
average guinea pig. Further experi- 
ments confirmed this. It was found to 
be frequently true that the fourth gen- 
eration, derived frém an alcoholic 
strain, was. made of better stuff than 
the average guinea pig, indicating that 
the warning should be rewritten’ to read 
that, while ‘the sins of the fathers are 
visited on’the children to the third gen- 
eration, the fourth generation would be 
superior *to those which had guiltless 
great-grandparents. The explanation of 
this, according to the experimenters, is 
as _follows: 

The normal litter of guinea pigs con- 
sists of more, and less ‘rugged animals. 
The less rugged are .so weakened by 
their alcoholic inheritance that they 
cannot: live. Only, the guinea ‘pigs of 
the stronger class can live, After all 
but the best or strongest have died early 
for’ three generations, the survivors are 
naturally those of .the most robust 
strain. 

This is described by Dr, Stockard as 

‘harsh Individual selection,” but he, 
with some other scientists, believes that 
it represents a beneficial effect which 
alcohol has in the long run on the hu- 
man race. It probably has the eugenic 
effect of weeding out the unfit, in his 
opinion, and this alleged good effect is 
strenuously furthered by the ‘ unfit”’ 
themselves, because their tendency is to 
become al¢oholics, to kill themselves 
early and to have fewer offspring. 

A similar result was reported by Dr. 
Raymond Pearl of Johns Hopkins, who 
found that alcoholizing_of fowls tended 
to kill out the inferior strains, and his 
conclusion was that alcohol exercised a 
selective effect in destroying the weaker 
germ cells. This conclusion ig not ex- 
actly the same as that of Dr. Stockard, 
whose argument is that the heavy dosing 
of alcohol does not kill.the weaker germ 
cell and leave the stronger one un- 
touched, but it may affect all the germ 
cells to some extent—may actually bene- 
fit some. He maintains that the selec- 
tive effect is j largely exercised in de- 
stroying the’ weaker members of a 
litter. 

Injury to Eyes. 

The only direct injury to those ani- 
mals. which went through the course of 
intoxication was to their eyes. ~The 
fumes injured the eyes of many: and 
blinded some. ‘They averaged long lives 
and apparently suffered mo constitu- 
tional injury that fould be detected. 

Regardless -of what. the experiment 
showed as to: the good or bad of: alco- 
hol, it ahd similar work have wrought 
@ general. conviction that the germ 
cells or germ plasm can “be modified 
by the life history of the parent. This 
has been. strikingly corroborated _re-, 
cently by the work of Dr. M. F. Guyer 
of the University of Wisconsin... He 
crushed a part of the lens of a’ rabbit's 
eye and injected into it the bedy of a 
fowl. Here the blood,’ following its 
usual course, developed an agent. which 
digests or peutralizes the. foreign -sub- 
stance. ‘This agent is called an ‘antigen. 
Some of the blood serum taken from the 
fowl containing this antigen wasg_inject- 
ed into a female rabbit. This antigen, 
having been developed for the purpose 
of digesting or destroying the substance 
of lenses, had the effect expected. ‘The 
offspring of the mother sé treated was 
born with defects and malformations of 
the. eyes, 

From this Dr. Guyer argued a theory 
of the cause of*evolution. Moles once 
had eyes, but lost them when they be- 
gan to live underground, where they, did 
not need them. This/was due, in: his 
oninfon, to the. fact what ‘tas they be- 
gan to live a good deal underground 
and in darkness they could not see what 
they, were running into and naturally 
frequently hurt their eyes. In absorb- 
ing fluid from the injured. eyes the blood 
developed a digestive agent for the ‘eye 
substance.. This agent, iricreased from 
generation to generation, generally elim- 
inating the eye. 

The deer, it: has been ‘argued in a 
somewhat different fashion, was orig- 
{nally an animal without horns. It ‘got 
the habit. of butting. ‘This’. caused 
injuries to the bone of the forehead and 
produced a reaction. from the blood 
which eventually ‘modified the - bony4 
growth of the deer’s forehead and pro- 
duced horns, 

These experiments end theories \have 
aroused widéjnterest, but no verdict 
has been produced by. the general opin- 
fon of biologists because there ts évi- 
dence on the. other hand. that, though 
artificial changes may. be made. from 
generation to generation, the stock’ 
tends to return to a normal type” and 
the »variations occur within narrow 
limits.

tufn in wages. In the same plant 290 
white women were working.on practi- 
cally’ the same processes in healthful 
surroundings and were receiving much 
higher wages, Other employment of 
negro women in the metal industry con- 
sisted of the making of cores for molds, 
as well as drilling, polishing, painting, 
operating punch presses, molding,-weld- 
ing, soldering and filing parts of metal 
products in the manufacture of automo- 
biles, brushes and carbons for arc lights, 
stove’ parts, fmplements, hardware, 
enameled products, nuts, bolts, files, 
springs, &c. 

Although reports received by Miss 
Shields from managers of various plants 
in which negro-women were employed 
varied considerably. concerning sheir 
skill and reliability, there was no lack’ 
of evidence that many of them did well 
when given the opportunity to perform 
skilled labor, In this connection one 
cigar manufacturer in a Southérn town 
employed them as cigar makers during 
an emergency and; according to the biul- 
letin, he asserted that “they made the 
prettiest, most perfect cigars: you’ ever 
saw.” Union opposition forced him to 
discontinue the experiment. 

The employment of well-trained negro 
girls in the making of lamp shades is 
also accepted by the report as evidence 
of their skill. In *wo establishments 
they had teplaced white girls. ~ The 
work involved mot only knowledge of 
drawing ahd drafting, whicll was done 
by the negro’ foréwomen, -but sitll in 
the use of the needle. Silk shades for 
electric lamps were being made, some 
of which were afterward hand-painted

In the matter. of hours of labor for 
negro women workers, the report says 
that the worst condition was found in

“But in 
other countries under the operation of 
non-rate-fixing laws, when a usury Case 
comes up for trial: the court must first 
determine: whether ithere is moral: usury 
before taking action. Yet the legislators 


intended that they ‘should eliminate 
moral usury. Setting up the legal def- 
iriition makes it impossible to raise the 
true issue in a trial. 

A usury law. is. in its nature a sump- 
tuary law. It attempts to set a price 
on something that is inevitably set by 
the law of d and supply. The 
market price for the use of capital fluc- 
tuates independently of statutes. His- 
tory has proved that sumptuary laws 
will not work. | 

But there is an exception to this rule. 
Inthe case of consumers’ loans where 
the borrower is in difficult circum- 
stances and is absolutely. compelled to 
botrow at any price, the price which 
the borrower pays is. something. more 
than the interest rate. This ‘price is 
not. determined at the margin. In 
cases of this kind the State is justified 
in fixing maximum rates. 


200 Per Cent. Interest Rate. 


A few years ago the activities of a 
particular type. of money lender began 
to attract wide attention in “the United 
States. Because ‘of his notorious prac- 
tices in exploiting’ the financial extrem- 
ity, actual or imagined, of poor-people 
who were unable to borrow money from 
banks, so as to extort from them unduly 
high rates of interest, he wag. called 
‘loan shark."’ “Because of thd necessi- 
tous position and urgent situation of 
borrowers, when seeking such loans— 
oftentimes to get money to bury a child 
or to buy medicine for a sick wife—such 
lenders could get almost any rate they 
asked for their loans. The'rates were 
often as high as 200.per cent. a month. 
As thé -usury, laws -stood in. many 
States, a lender who charged more than 
the statutory maximum for such. loans 
must break the law. Nevertheless, no 
one would lend money on such loans at 
the legal rates because of the high risk 
of loss involved and because of the high 
Liter aye costs 6f conducting such’ busi- 
The risk of beifig punished under 
aw must also be charged ‘to the 
“atlas The whole situation, the un- 


chievous and inoperative usury laws, the 
condemnation from all classes of society, 
4 his heavy losses where he could not col- 
lect the loans and the fact that he-was 
continually guessing in the dark and in 
many casts making no profits, tended 
to make him cold-blooded. He. was 
popularly branded as a criminal; so- 
clety was against him; his business was 
iNegal. 

Commercial bankers were getting rich 
charging only 5 to 7 per cent. interest. 
Many small lenders were losiig money 
at 200 per cent. Men who wanted \the 
approval of society would not.go into 
the field of consumers’ loans. Thosé 
who went into the business must have 
added compensation for breaking. the 
laws. 

In recent. years the difficulty has been 
met in many States by the enactment of 
small loan laws, “Such laws take con- |! 
sumers’ loans completely out . of » the 
scope of the general usury laws. A 
small loan law typically fixes a maxi- 
mum of 3% per cent. per month for this 
type of loan. It has been found by 
careful study and, investigation that this 
rate is fair and just. It enables the 
lender to make a fair profit on his loans 
after allowing for, his risks and ‘over- 
head and his losses. He does not Have 
the advantage of lending‘ out deposits 
of money as commercial banks have. 

Pawnbroking Geverned. 

Credit for the enactment of the small 
loan laws belongs chiefly to the work 
of the Russell Sage Foundation of New

Of the larger cities. The Russell Sage 
Foundation ‘discovered a great many 
fundamental facts in regard to the 
making of consumers’ loans. Upon..the 
‘basis of these’ findings the various small 
loan laws have been enacted. Such laws 
fix-severe penalties for violations, « The 
most important provision, however,” is 
that the lender has to keep datly records 
which are open to® public supervision. 
In some States the small loan law gov- 
erns pawnbroking ; in other States‘there 


are different types of laws for pawn- 


broking ang for small unsecured loans. 

During one year after the enactment 
of the Uniform Small Loan“law in 
Diinois, there was~saved to the small 
borrowers ofthat State a sum aggregat- 
‘Ing at least $5,000,000. 

In 1921 New Hampshire had. the .dis- 
tinction of having the oldest usury law 
in the United'States. This law had re- 
mained unchanged on the statute books 
since 1791, a period of 130 years: | Durihg 
the 1921 session of the New Hampshire 
Legislature the agricultural interests 
held’ thé balance: of power and‘ care- 
fully éxaniined each bill that came up to 
deterffiine its‘possible advantage or dis- 


ladvantage to them. This was but a 


local ‘manifestation’ of the agrarian 
movement which is now being felt in 
néarly.all of the United States. A bill 
Tepealing thée™isury law was introduced 
early in the session. After sevéral 
hearings the committee reported favor~ 
ably on ‘the bill. This report was 
adopted by the house and later the 
Senate passed the bill. by a vote of 12 
to 11. . After the Governor had signed 
it there was an attempt made to, re- 
establish the old law without success. 
The old usury .law ‘ provided for a 
maximum rate of 6 per cent. with a 
penalty “of ‘forfeiture of three times the 
excess of- interest for violations. As a 
result of this law considerable sums of 
New Hampshire money: instead of béing 
loaned in New: Hampshire were being 
loaned in other States. Many. law- 
abiding. bankers were getting less than 
the real ‘value for lending their money. 


Small Loan Law Effective. « 


In order to get the usury law. repealed 
the needs ofthe farmers were empha- 
sized.. The agricultural interests wanted 
better roads. In order to get better 
roads the counties would have to borrow 
money:* “To * get’ the~money’ in’ New 
Hampshire on the most favorable terms 
the usury ‘law’ .would -have to bé.re- 
péalea,. This ihe of ’ argument? won 
over ithe ‘farmers’ vote., New. Hamp- 
shire already’ had a small loan . law 
which was operating to prevent moral 
usury. 

Wherever a small loan law is enacted 
it has done away with the necessity 
of.a usury law, _This'fs true because 
the small loan law accomplishes .effec- 
tively just what the legislators desired 
when they enacted the origina! penty 
law. ’ ‘

It 
may be recalled that at first his grand- 
father, the great Sir Robert Reel. was 
the béte noire of Queen Victoria, who 
resented bitterly that he should on be- 
coming Premier have felt it necessary 
to insist upon the supersession of her 
Tory Ladies in Waiting, and of the 
Grand Mistress of her Household, who 
were all hostile to his Reform Adminis- 
tration, by women selected from the old 
Whig nobility. 

He explained to her that it was im- 
possible for him to conduct the’ business 
of the country as long as her entourage 
was composed exclusively of people pro- 
foundly prejudiced agatrist his Cabinet.

IN BABIES 





HENEVER there is a famine 
in China, the picthre of the 
mother selling her baby for 
& scrap of food stirs America 
to generous giving. Babies 

are being disposed of in New York for 
less vital requirements’than bread. Some 
are offered for sale at bargain-counter 
prices. Many of the babies on the mar- 
ket are being given away. A few ‘are 
coldly advertised as free to the first) 
comer, because there ‘is not ‘room for 
one more. Unemploymerit and lack of 
income have little or nothing to do with 
these last cases, investigation proved. 

Those .who : advertise. for babies, as 
‘well as those who use the daily paper's 
columns to rid themselves of responsi- 
bility of a child, alike. have strange 
stories. Both» groups seem to be.entirely 
ignorant that. for thirty years the State 
Charities Aid Aésociation’ has had a 
Mothers-and-Babies Department where 
young mothers may go for aid and 
counsel, certain that provision will be 
made for them to keep their infants with 
them if they desire it. If fhey wish to 
surrender their babies, instead ‘of giving 
them to anonymous strangers as per the 
advertisement route, the association 
Places them, if they should be separated 
“from their mothers, in thoroughly in- 
yestigated homes. The mother may be 
sure that the child is well cared for, and 
she can learn of its welfare from time 
to time, 

But, instead, they advertise. Wives 
advertise for blue-eyed infants to hold 
the affections of. wayward husbands. 
They say, some of them, that it can 
be done that-way.. Twelve to one, they 
want blond, not brunette, babies. Why, 
no one knows. Others argue that a 
Baby in the home will work wonders if 
the, husband, thinks it is his. own, end 
accordingly, with the greatest ingenuity, 
they stage -all the Incidents necessary 
to that-end. At the last moment: the 
new blue-eyed baby is eagerly sought 
by advertisemént and, if the fates are 
kind, some. young unmarried - mother 
gives over her child to complete ‘the 
drama. If no unwantéd baby. can be 
found within the few days necessary 
to Make. the thing plausible—naturally 
that makes another story, But in New 
‘York City, investigation by the State 
‘Charities ‘Aid Association covering ’ six

Noother country in the world, in 

order to reach an outlet to the sea, has 
tried, to haul the production of a con- 
tinent across the greater breadth of the 
continent; and such an .attempt in 
Americg' is impossible. What has been 
for.a generation the instinctive desire of 
the West ,to find a\ nearer road to the 
sea and to the markets of the world ‘is 
how an economic necessity for the na- 
tion. 
“The first question generally asked is 
whether the New : York Barge Canal 
when its service is fully developed will 
not‘aolve this problem? It is a question 
that is quickly answered.\ The capacity 
of: the Barge canal as estimated by its 
friends is 10,000,000 tons annually in 
each direction. The movement from the 
Middle “West to the seaboard is more 
than 200,000,000 tons and this contem- 
plates a normal movement, ‘and it 
should be remembered that with the 
further dévelopment . of: Western  re- 
sources production can and should be 
doubled. Therefore the moyement: from 
the West to the seaboard should largely 
be increased, and the barge canal can- 
not at its utmost capacity, in. any don- 
siderable way, meet this situation. 
Sttll less does the canal. promise: any 
considerable reduction in rates. It 
does not eVen promise the elimination 
of terminal costs involved in a. trans- 
fer upon coastwise movement and a 
double transfer upon export tonnage. 

The, next proposition which occurs to 
every one is that if a ship channel must 
be availed of, why not enlarge the New 
York Barge Canal? It is also easy to 
answer this question. A ship canal 
from Lake Erie to the Hudson was long 
ago dismissed from further considera- 
tion. A ship canal from Oswego to the 
Hudson ‘has been considered and re- 
ported on repeatedly and every report 
over a period of twenty years has been 
adverse. 

The report upon which the recom- 
mendations of the International Joint 
Commission, concerning the St. Law- 


rence project, are based was prepared 


by Colonel W. 0. Wooten, one of the 
distinguished engineers of our Corps 
of Engineers of the Army, who repre- 
sénted the United States, and by W. A. 
Bowden, the Chief of the Division .of 
Railways and Canal for Canada,’as rep- 
resentative of the Canadian ‘Govern- 
ment, and this report on the proposed 
St. Lavrence project is the unanimous 
dation ofthese engineers’ and 
thelr. associates. No engineer has dis- 
covered any flaw in the calculations. 
This engineering report is as a whole 
ahd in detail one of\the most important 
and adequate engineering presentations 
ever made. It deals with a stupendous 
problem, great .in its scope, but in its 
essential details relatively simple, in 
the sense that engineéring practice with 
Teference to handling such detaila is 
well established and no untried methods 
are proposed or suggested. It says: 
“The general plan is indicated by 
natural conditions. The St, Lawrence 
flows from Lake Ontario a distance of 
1,000 miles to the Atiantic, but of this 
distance less than 350 miles is river, the 
rest is the Gulf of St. Lawrence, which 
extends as an open sea to within a 
short distance of Quebec., The St. Law- 
rence is improved for deep sea naviga- 
tion as far as Montreal, leaving only 
183° miles. between'.Montreal and Lake 
Ontario, and those 183 miles are the sub- 
Ject of this project. 
Pian ef Improvement. 
“Further, nature has indicated the 
plan of improvement by the character of 
the riverbed and the stream... Because 
the Great Lakes constitute-a series of 
enormous reservoirs, the flow of the 8t. 
Lawrence is strikingly uniform, with 
seasonal variation of but 25 per cent. 
above and 25 per cent. below the mean, 
compared with a ratio: of 30. to 1 be- 
tween the Spring flow and the late Sum- 
mer volume of the Mississippi at Keokuk, 
Iowa. The bed of the St. Lawrence.is a, 
series of gorges, the river flows through 
sunken valleys and except at terraces, 
where there are cataracts or' rapids, the 
river. is a series of ponds, with depths 
varying from forty feet to forty fathoms. 
‘* Between Lake Ontario and Montreal] 
there are three natural divisions. The 


first division is Bpancsinatey 113. miles 
from Lake Ontario to the international 
boundary, includin: ng the level feaches ‘of 
the river.and the Galop and Léng’Sault 
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St. Francis, thirty-two ‘miles long; and 
Lachine Rapids, immediately above 
Montreal. | ad

The north side of the river 
may offer a better location, but. the ne- 
cessity of ‘keeping the present canal’ in 
service until the new tmprovements are 
ready’ is a governing condition. ‘This 
location on the south side of the’ river, 
however, is very, satisfactory, and this 
section of the canal will not be unduly 
expensive and will be easily navigable.
